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David Kraus named 
police commander 

Raft Suissa to head prisons service

Tel Aviv District Police comman- 
der David Kraus will become 
.inspector-general on April 1. Police 
Minister Haim Bar-Lev announced 
last night that he will submit Kraus’ 
nomination to the cabinet on Sun- 
day. He also said he is nominating 
Rafi Suissa, 49, to be prisons service 
commissioner. He will replace Mor- 
dechai Wertheimer. 

The derision to name Kraus, aged 
55, ends Arye Ivtzan’s stormy four- 
year term. During it, several major 
long-term achievements in police re- 
cruitment and computer technology 
were overshadowed by severe per- 
sonnel problems at the top. 

The minister called the police and 
prisons service senior staffs to bis 
office yesterday to inform them of 
the four-year appointments, which 
must be considered nominations 
pending cabinet approval. 

Kraus has served as Jerusalem 
police commander and chief of op- 
erations for the national force, 
among other posts. 

A few years ago he served briefly 
as deputy inspector-general, but his 
relationship with Ivtzan (who was 
appointed after then-interior minis- 
ter Yosef Burg fired Herzl Shafir) 
forced Burg to move Kraus to 
another job. 

Leaving Ivtzan s office. Kraus 
went to Petah Tikva in 19S2 as head 
of the police disciplinary court. Dur- 
ing that time, he introduced the 
yjpen-court system, allowing the 
r public in to hear cases involving 
policemen accused of brutality and 


corruption. Shortly before Burg lost 
the Interior Ministry after last year’s 
Knesset elections, Kraus was moved 
to the important Tel Aviv district 
command as part of a major sbakeup 
at the top ranks of the force. 

For nearly two years police obser- 
vers have been expecting a change in 
the inspector-generalship. Wien 
Bar-Lev succeeded Burg, he was 
forced to give the matter priority 
because of the troubled relations 
between Ivtzan and the senior police 
echelons, as well as strife between 
various commanders. No informa- 
tion was available immediately as to 
Ivtzan 's plans. 

The decision to name Kraus came 
as the climax to a “war of police 
commanders" that was openly 
waged since last spring, when a per- 
sonnel crisis broke out in Tel Aviv 
involving the suspension of Assaf 
Hefetz, commander of the elite Tel 
Aviv central unit. 

Kraus and former southern dis- 
trict police commander Yehoshua 
Caspi, who was also a leading candi- 
date to replace Ivtzan, were die only 
two ranking officers in the force who 
did not get involved in the struggle. 
What was involved was not only 
about Ivtzan's right to put wiretaps 
on his officers' phones in an effort to 
dam press leaks, but also who would 
become the inspector-general. 

The two leading contenders - then 
Tel Aviv commander Avraham 
Turgexnan (now Southern District 
commander) and chief of operations 
Zvi Bar - openly promoted them- 
selves as future inspectors-general.

Israel to reopen consulate

plomatic ties and Ha’aretz suggested 
yesterday that Israel hoped to estab- 
lish ties with Peking indirectly 
through the consulate. 

Under an agreement with Britain , 
China is due to gain sovereignty over 
Hongkong in 1997. 

Reuters yesterday referred to a 
London Sunday Times report that 
Israel has sold millions of dollars of 
military equipment to China and to a 
Japanese Sankei Shimbun report 
yesterday that China’s newT69-type 
medium tanks were equipped with 
British guns made in Israel under 
licence. 


Marcos’ top general 
indicted in murder plot 


MANILA, Philippines (APJ. - A 
government prosecutor charged 
.tinned Forces Chief General Fabian 
Ver and 25 others yesterday with 
murdering opposition leader Benig- 
no Aquino and the man officials 
.. , previously identified as his assassin. 

The prosecutor's action was in line 
with the findings of a review panel 
that suggested there was a military 
conspiracy in the deaths of President 
Ferdinand Marcos's chief political 

J opponent, slain as he returned from 
the U.S.. and the man previously 
accused of killing Aquino, Rolando 
Galman. 

“I’m used to this. I was prepared 
for this like a good soldier." said 
Ver. contacted by telephone at his 
Presidential Palace quarters. He 
>jid. however, he was innocent and 
had not expected to be included in 
the charges. He declined to com- 
ment on the other indicted, includ- 
ing two other generals. 

There was no immediate comment 
from Marcos, but Ver said he be- 
lieves rhe president is "happy” be- 
cause "the judicial process is being 
followed.” 

Aviation Security Chief 
Bricadicr-General Luther Custodio 
and" l<> others were accused of con- 
spiring with "evident premediata- 
ripn and treachery" to kill Aquino as 
he stepped off a plane on August 21, 
3983. returning from three years’ 
volun tan - exile. 

A prosecution report pinpointed 
either of two Aquino escorts as the 
most probable triggerman - 


Sergeants Filomeno Miranda or 
Rogelio Moreno. 

But in a conspiracy, the report 
said, "the act of one is the act of all.” 
Each of the 17 faces a possible death 
penalty if found guilty. 

"What is missing is the master- 
mind," said Aquino’s brother. Aga- 
pito. who has accused Marcos of 
plotting the assassination. 

Ver, 64, who for two decades has 
been Marcos’s closest military ally, 
was accused along with Major- 
General Prosper© Olivas and six 
other soldiers of being accessories in 
an attempt to cover up the true 
nature of tbe assassination.

Sharon funds 
‘revealed’

NEW YORK. - As the jury in the 
Ariel Sharon vs. Time magazine libel 
case deliberated for the sixth con- 
secutive day yesterday on whether 
Time showed malice when it re- 
ported that Sharon discussed re- 
venge with the Christian Phalange 
leaders in Lebanon. The Village 
Voice, a New York weekly, reported 
that the bulk of Sharon’s legal dr- 
fences are being paid by a group of 
wealthyAmerican Jews. 

The Voice article, written by 
Robert Friedman, cited "well- 
informed sources" as saying that 
Sharon's financial supporters in- 
clude the Nakash brothers, owners 
of the Jordache Enterprises: Meshu- 
lam Riklis. chairman of Rapid- 
America Corp.; and Armand Ham- 
mer, the 85-year-olcj chief executive 
of Occidental Petroleum. 

According to The Voice, the Shar- 
on defence fund was organized in 
late 1983 when Sharon spoke by 
telephone to a group of sympathetic 
American Jews gathered in a Man- 
hattan restaurant. Friedman reports 
that the fund-raising efforts for Shar- 
on have been headed by Joseph 
Nakash, who reportedly paid a 
$100,000 retainer to Sbay and 
Gould, the law firm representing 
Sharon, in November 1983. The arti- 
cle says that Nakash has covered 
"the lion's share" of Sharon's legal 
expenses since then. Various sources 
put Sharon's legal expenses at close 
to SI million. 

- Among the other contributors to 
Sharon mentioned by tbe article are 
Aryeh Genger. Riklis’s former aide 
in New York, and Haim Stern, a 
Brooklyn manufacturer, who is said 
to have been a strong supporter of 
Rabbi Meir Kabane until recently.

Prices on all subsidized goods and 
on petrol rose by 25 per cent at 
midnight last night. 

Prices of other goods, however, 
will not be increased until the end of 
the first package deal period in 
February and then their prices will 
rise at an average of about 5 per cent. 

These decisions were made by the 
package-deal negotiating partners 
last night during the discussions 
aimed at completing the second 
package-deal agreement. 

The" level of subsidies for most 
items now rests at about 100 per 
cent. For oil and margarine they are 
now at 52 per cent. 

The decision to raise fuel prices - 
after they had been increased by 10 
per cent last week - was announced 
last night by the Energy Ministry in 
conjunction with the Treasury. 

• The Energy Ministry spokesman 
said that the rise is in line with the 
ministry's policy of charging the 
actual market value for fuelT He said 
the decision was reached by the 
partners to the package deal. 

The latest price rise for fuel essen- 
tially eliminates the subsidy of fuel. 
Energy Minister Mosbe Shahal said 
last night. He said there was no 
justification for the government's 
continued subsidization of gasoline 
for cars and that the price rise is in 
accordance with long-standing 
ministry policy.

Jordan requests money for ‘faring Israel’ 


AMMAN (Reuter). - Jordan’s up- 
per house of parliament asked Qatar 
and the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) yesterday to fulfil their 
pledges to donate money to Jordan 
as a country confronting Israel, tbe 
official Jordanian news agency Petra 
said. 

Petra said the Speaker of the 
House of Notables. Ahmed Lawzi. 
sent messages to Sheikh Khalifa Bin 
Hamad a-Thani, ruler of Qatar, and 
UAE President Sheikh Zaid Bin 
Sultan a-Nahayan seeking the 
money. 

He told them payment of the 
promised aid would enable Jordan 


"to stand firm in the face of Zionist 
schemes that threaten the Arab na- 
tion." 

Seven oil-rich Arab nations 
agreed at a 1978 summit in Baghdad 
to give Jordan $1.25 billion annually 
for 10 years, and to provide other 
funds to Syria and the PLO. 

Most of the countries, including 
Algeria. Iraq and Libya, have not 
honoured their commitments. 

Petra said Lawzi also sent his 
thanks to Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 
for fulfilling their pledges to Jordan 
through 1984. although Kuwait has 
reduced its pledge by 40 per cent 
because of lower oil revenues. 


Banknshare commission holds its first meeting

Shamir urges return of Egyptian envoy

TEL AVIV. - Vice Premier Yitzhak 
Shamir yesterday said Egypt bad 
violated the peace agreement by 
recalling its ambassador from Israel. 
Speaking at a meeting of university 
graduates affiliated to the Herut par- 
ty. Shamir called on Egypt to return 
its ambassador to Israel. 

He warned Herut not to "slide 
into an oppositional mood." for this 
would help those who would like to 


form a narrow government without 
Herut. 

Shamir recalled that while 
Menachem Begin was prime minis- 
ter he said, after Israel had acted in 
Lebanon, that due to international 
pressure. Israel would not be able to 
remain there more than a few weeks. 
But Israel has stayed there almost 
three years, which indicates that 
Israel's international status has risen 
thanks to the Likud policies. 


Israel wants to keep forces in Taba with MFO

Israeli security agencies will con- 
tinue to operate as before in the 
Taba zone south of Eilat, if agree- 
ment is reached with Egypt about 
the introduction of the Multinational 
Force and Observers (MFO) into the 
disputed area. 

Tbe entry of MFO units would not 
detract from the functions of the 
Israel Police and Border Police in 
any way, officials in Jerusalem told 
the diplomatic press corps yester- 
day. in advance of the talks between 
Israeli and Egyptian delegations to 
open on Sunday in Beersheba. 


Since the two countries are at 
loggerheads about the sovereignty 
over Taba and are also at logger- 
heads about how to resolve the 
sovereignty issue, the introduction 
of the MFO into the zone is no more 
than a provisional arrangement. Tbe 
obstacle to its implementation was 
the definition of the MFO’s security 
functions. 

The main purpose of the talks will 
be to attain a common definition of 
“security” in the Taba zone, the 
officials said. Israel and Egypt 
agreed on April 25, 1982. that they 
would both invite the MFO to put 
units into the zone "to maintain 


security." but have never done so. 

The problem is that ever since. 
Egypt and Israel have been quarrell- 
ing about the definition, with Egypt 
maintaining that the MFO should be 
responsible for Taba's internal law 
and order, among other things. 

The officials said: “We would not 
assume that the MFO would agree to 
take on the duties of a policeman and 
be responsible for law and order. 
What we would assume is that the 
MFO would agree to do in Taba 
what it does everywhere else, name- 
ly see that other forces do not enter 
the area. The presence of the MFO 
would not detract from any of the 


existing activities in Taba." 

The "officials, who stressed that 
Israel is very' gratified at the resump- 
tion of the talks (last held at Ismailia, 
Egypt, in March 19S3). said they 
hoped the Beersheba meeting would 
signal tbe resumption of a dialogue. 

Bilateral relations are defined as 
"cool” by both sides, and Egypt and 
Israel have both pointed out the 
absence of any dialogue, they noted. 

This affects the peace process, the 
official said. They called on Egypt to 
show goodwill by sending its ambas- 
sador back to Tel Aviv. His absence

Emergency UN food airlift to starving Ethiopians in Sudan 
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NAIROBI (Reuter. JTA). - The UN 
has begun an emergency airlift to 
prevent a famine disaster in e a s tern 
Sudan, where 200.000 Ethiopians 
have converged in search of food, 
UN officials said yesterday. 

Officials from the office of the UN 
high commissioner for refugees said 
that the airlift started on Sunday 
after its bureau in Khartoum warned 
that the situation was reaching disas- 
ter proportions. 

The State Department in 
Washington praised Sudan yester- 
day for sheltering one million re- 
fugees, but avoided any reference to 
the Ethiopian Jews among them. 

Department spokesman Barnard 
Kalb said that Sudanese President 


Jaafar Numeiri's remarks in a recent 
New York Times interview appear to 
be a reaffirmation of Sudan's tradi- 
tional liberal policy on refugees. 

Over one million refugees are 
curently in Sudanese camps. "Sudan 
and tbe international community are 
bearing the burden of that care.” he 
said. 

Numeiri told The Times that if the 
U.S. or European countries wished 
to help evacuate the refugees, they 
should work through the office of the 
United Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees based in Geneva. 

Since last last year, tens of 
thousands of victims of the Ethio- 
pian famine have been trekking into 
Sudan, saying that the Ethiopian 


government refuses to feed them 
because they are suspected sym- 
pathizers of rebels in Eritrea and 
Tigrf provinces. 

In December, an estimated 
100.000 Ethiopians gathered at 
makeshift camps near the Sudanese 
frontier towns of Kassala and 
Gedaref. But the figure has since 
doubled as up to 3.000 famine vic- 
tims cross the border daily, accord- 
ing to UN workers in Sudan. 

The officials said that the death 
rate among those arriving was alar- 
mingly high and malnutrition was 
rife. 

Quoting reports from Khartoum, 
the officials said that 80 per cent of 
tbe children who crossed the frontier 


were severely under-nourished. Fif- 
ty children died at one centre alone 
on January 14. 

The Ethiopians say they walk for 
up to 30 days, travelling by night to 
avoid being caught by the axmy. 

The officials said there were se- 
vere food shortages, made worse by 
the reluctance of Sudanese traders to 
sell food - already in short supply 
because of drought - to feed re- 
fugees. 

Two aircraft from an Egyptian 
company are flying daily from Cairo, 
each with 32 tons of cooking oil. peas 
and high-protein biscuits in an op- 
eration that will cost the UN 
$750,000.

The country's top economic 
policymakers were last night about 
io sign a new eight-month package 
deal, including an immediate 25 per 
cent cut in subsidies on basic com- 
modities. cancellation of all fuel sub- 
sidies. a drastic cut in interest rates 
and immediate compensation to 
workers for the price rises, official 
Histadrut sources taking part in the 
negotiations said. 

Water prices were to go up to 50 
percent. 

* It was unclear last night what 
impact the massive 25 per cent in- 
crease in fuel prices would have on 
manufacturers' production costs. 

The immediate increase in the 
price of subsidized commodities is 
expected to raise the Consumer 
Price Index 6 per cent. 

The Histadrut received a promise 
that workers would receive a IS6.575 
payment in their January paychecks, 
to be considered part of their salar- 
ies. This represents half of what the 
average worker would have received 
as a cost-of-living allowance. 

The other half of the C-o-L incre- 
ment will be paid on the normal 
percentage basis. The manufactur- 
ers have agreed to pay the incre- 
ments without raising prices. 

In the second month of the new 
deal, a cash payment of IS1.650 will 
be made instead of that month's 
regular C-o-L payment. 

In the following months, though, 
the C-o-L increment arrangement 
from before the first package deal 
w-ill remain in force. 

According to Histadrut sources, 
pensioners and recipients of Nil 
allowances will receive compensa- 
tion for the price rises in their regular 
payments. 

The new deal, which includes a 
clause for reassessment after five 
months, also allows an immediate 5 
per cent price increase on non- 
subsidized goods. In the following 
months, prices are to be allowed to 
rise an average of 3-5 per cent. 

A major concession to the Manu- 
facturers Association (IMA) was a 
drastic cut in interest rates. It was 
agreed that monthly interest rates 
would not be more than 1 per cent 
higher than the inflation rate. 

The agreement was hammered 
put after a month of informal con- 
tacts and in the last three nights of 


marathon sessions between repre- 
sentatives of the government, the 
Histadrut and the IMA. 

Prime Minister Peres already on 
Tuesday night insisted rhat a partial 
agreement reached by that time be 
put on paper, to avoid a reopening of 
the negotiations from scratch last 
night. 

Apparently still unsettled were a 
host of questions including whether 
there will be a new frozen exchange 
rate for commerce, and what will 
happen to long-range contracts in- 
voking linkage". 

A special committee headed by 
Peres is to investigate ways to allevi- 
ate mounting pressures on holders of 
linked mortgages. According to His- 
tadrut sources, the committee will 
try to organize a framework in which 
mortgage payments would be fi- 
gured as 3 percentage of income. 

The industrialists asked that the 
existing wage contracts in the private 
sector remain in force throughout 
the term of the new agreement. 
However, according to "Histadrut 
sources, that proposal was knocked 
down, raising the possibility that 
increased wage demands would be 
raised in contract negotiations 
already by late March. 

A proposal to cm the work week 
in the civil service to five days was 
not raised in the talks and is not part 
of the deal. 

Peres yesterday told Eldad Buks- 
pan, the president of the Federation 
of Self-Employed, that the group’s 
demands would be brought up at last 
night's session of the negotiations. 
Bukspan wanted to be brought into 
the talks, but his real demand was 
that professional fees be allowed to 
rise at least as much as the hikes in 
prices in the industrial sector. He 
also sought the cancellation of muni- 
cipal company taxes and labour 
taxes paid by employers. 

As part of the emerging deal, the 
government is to seek to raise $1 
billion in new revenues over the next 
year mostly from taxes that had 
already been agreed upon but have 
not been approved by the Knesset. 

These include taxes on luxury 
flats, cars, planes, yachts, and other 
luxury items. The fate of the long- 
mooted education levy was not cleat 

The subsidy cut is expected to save 
the government another 51b. This 
cut has been built into the budget 
proposal tabled early this week. 


Karameh demands specific 
IDF withdrawal schedule 


BEIRUT (AP). - Prime Minister 
Rashid Karameh yesterday renewed 
a demand for a detailed timetable for 
Israel’s withdrawal from the south- 
ern part of the country. 

Karameh’s remarks came at the 
end of a six-hour cabinet session 
devoted both to the Lebanese-Israeli 
troop withdrawal negotiations and 
the preparations under way to en- 
sure a quick deployment of 
Lebanese Army troops once Israel 
begins pulling back. 

He said an outline Israel pre- 
sented for a three-phase withdrawal 
of its troops was "insufficient." 

“Our demand remains for a de- 
tailed. clear timetable that carries 
specific dates that won't be altered," 
he said. 

Israel's military team to the 
Nakoura negotiations on Tuesday 
presented an outline for a three- 
phase pullback, which carried only 
one specific date, February 18, 


which is Israel's deadline for com- 
pleting the first phase of the with- 
drawal. No dates were set foT the 
other two stages. 

Karameh said his national coali- 
tion government would continue its 
efforts to "end the worry prevailing 
because of Israel's efforts to instigate 
sectarian feuds and unrest as it with- 
draws." 

Meanwhile, government troops 
were ordered to complete the dis- 
mantling of militia fortifications on 
the "green Line” between Beirut’s 
Moslem and Christian sectors. They 
also were ordered to increase patrols 
in the main business districts of the 
capital. 

The Shi'ite Amal militia said it has 
ordered its men to close down all 
their offices in West Beirut, dear the 
streets and provide any assistance 
needed to the army. 

Other militias were expected to 
follow suit.

Bar-Lev wants 
Jobless to join 
police ranks

Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
yesterday called on the government 
to increase the size of the police 
force by recruiting unemployed peo- 
ple to the force and paying then- 
salaries instead of paying them un- 
employment benefits. He spoke on 
Israel Television’s Moked program- 
me. 

Answering a question about 
police violence. Bar-Lev said that 
only half of the 3,000 complaints 
against the police last year con- 
cerned violence, and only 17.3 per 
cent of them were found to be justi- 
fied or partly justified. But there 
were 40 per cent more complaints 
against the police last year than in 
the previous year. 

Bar Lev said the Police Ministry 
would fight this trend, but he noted 
that Israel's police were less violent 
than those of many other countries. 

The police minister disclosed that 
there was a 137 per cent increase in 
“white collar” or economic crimes 
last year, including sophisticated 
computer-linked swindles. Bar-Lev 
suggested this “a sign of the times.” 
Some SO per cent of crimes in 
Israel are crimes against property, 
rather than people, and the police 
have apprehended fewer than 13 per 
cent of the perpetrators of the 
200.000 crimes reported last year, he 
said. 


Man and wife killed

Shamir asks U.S. to 
press USSR on Jews

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
yesterday called on the U.S. Admi- 
nistration to insist in its talks with the 
Soviet Union that the Soviets prove 
their readiness to change their policy 
with respect to the rights of Soviet 
Jews. 

He was replying in the Knesset to 
a motion for the agenda by Knesset 
Member Geula Cohen (Tehiya). 
who called on the government to 
demand that the U.S. sign no accord 
with the USSR unless it agrees to 
permit the repatriation of all Soviet 
Jews who wish it and to release the 
Prisoners of Zion. 

Cohea said that if the U.S. fails to 
raise this issue force fully, the plight 
of Soviet Jews may deteriorate still 
further. 

Shamir said that he noted that at 
his recent meeting with Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko in Gene- 
va, Secretary of State George Shultz 
raised the subject “in a comprehen- 
sive and detailed manner.” Israel 


has been promised that the subject 
will be raised again in the next round 
of talks, whose aim is to achieve a 
thaw in the relations between the 
superpowers. 

Judy Siegel adds: 

Knessqt Speaker Shlorao Hi lie! 
will ask all democratic parliaments 
around the world to demand that the 
Soviets cease their terror tactics 
against Russian Jews and allow them 
to emigrate to Israel. 

Hillel's decision followed a re- 
quest to that effect by Absorption 
Minister Ya’acov Tsur. 

Tsur reported a severe worsening 
recently in the situation of Jewish 
activists. Some Jews who have been 
imprisoned for supposed crimes 
have been physically harmed, and an 
atmosphere of anti-Semitism has 
been spread in the prisons, accord- 
ing to the minister. The media in 
Russia have also projected an anti- 
Semitic message of late. 

Tsur. a Labourite, said he would 
ask various socialist parties abroad 
to support Israel in this cause. 


Rubinstein wants postal rates 
increased by 164 per cent

A government request for an aver- 
age 164 per cent increase in postal 
rates was presented to the Knesset 
Finance Committee yesterday. 

Communications Ministers 
Amnon Rubinstein said the adjust- 
ment would in effect eliminate all 
subsidization of postal services. 
What is more, he wants the rates to 
be linked to the Consumer Price 
Index. 

If the Finance Committee 
approves a postal-rate hike, it mil be 
instituted at the end of the current 
price freeze. Rubinstein told the 
Knesset members. 

According to figures offered by 
Rubinstein, the postal service's in- 
come last year was IS13.9 million, 
compared with IS36.5m. in costs. A 
164 per cent rate increase -would 
influence the Consumer Price Index 
by 0.2 per cent, he estimates. 


Not all postal rates would rise by 
the same amount, he said. For exam- 
ple, an ordinary inland letter, which 
now costs IS24 to post, would re- 
quire a stamp of IS65 - an increase of 
170 per cent. But posting a parcel 
weighing up to three kilos, which 
now costs IS220. would soar by 348 
percent, to IS1. 000 
- But Rubinstein's appeal for com- 
mittee approval fell on deaf ears. 
Almost all members expressed the 
opinion that no such request should 
be presented until the package-deal 
follow-up committee - composed of 
government.' Histadrut and em- 
ployers' representatives - decides on 
the terms of the next package deal. 

Nevertheless, committee Chair- 
man Avraham Shapira said that 
there was a consensus among mem- 
bers that subsidization of postal rates 
should stop, “but this poses the 
problem of loss of faith by the public 
in future package deals.”

Protection of elderly 
top priority— Bar-Lev 


, Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
told the Knesset yesterday that an 
investigation team set up in the Tel 
Aviv district is in the process of 
solving a number of recent attacks 
on elderly persons. 

Replying to motions for the agen- 
da, Bar-Lev said that the protection 
of the elderly has been given high 
priority, and that the police energeti- 
cally investigate crimes against them 
and engage in various preventive 
measures. 

Policemen are posted near post 
offices and banks on days when 
old-age pension cheques are issued. 

Yalkara, the unit on community- 
police relations, gives guidance to 
the elderly on ways of protecting 
themselves and their property. 

Such guidance is now given only in 
clubs for the elderly, but Bar-Lev 
said he hopes the ministry will get 
the funds needed to finance the 
filming of public service TV broad- 
casts on the subject. 

In Tel Aviv and Jerusalem, homes 
of the elderly have been linked by a 
beeper to a police communications 
centre. Pressing a button immediate- 
ly summons a police car. 

This project. Bar-Lev said, has 
proved its value, and only last week 
it saved the life of an elderly man 
who used the device when a fire 
broke out in his flat. 

‘Police can Investigate police' 

Replying to a parliamentary ques- 
tion by David- Libai (Alignment- 
Labour), Bar-Lev said that he knows 
of nobody more skilled and credible 
for investigating complaints against 
policemen than police investigators. 

Making the investigators answer- 
able to the ministry's director- 
general, he said, would serve no 
purpose, because foe investigators 
would still be policemen subject to 


the standing Orders of the police. ' - 

The existing framework is capable 
of dealing with “negative phe- 
nomena," but this requires job rota- 
tion and strict adherence to pre- 
scribed procedures, Bar-Lev said. 

Libaf s question was based on the 
testimony of Sgan-Nitzav Bella 
Weinstock regarding her investiga- 
tion of complaints against Sgan- 
Nitzav Moshe Friedman. 

Bar-Lev confirmed that Wein- 
stock, in submitting her report to the 
state attorney, complained that 
Friedman had turned to a number of 
police officers “and made a point of 
blackening my name, so that I am 
unable to take a stand on the suspi- 
cions against him. and therefore I 
leave it to you to decide on foe file.” 
Missionary activity 

Avner Shaki (National Religious 
Party) said in a motion for the agen- 
da that hundreds of Jews in Israel 
converted to Christianity m the past 
year and that hundreds more were 
on foe way. 

He said that even Protestant Nor- 
way. Catholic Italy, and Orthodox 
Greece have laws drastically restrict- 
ing missionary activity. Israel should 
certainly take a leaf from them. 

Bar-Lev replied that* while mis- 
sion a 17 activity as such is not a crime 
in Israel, offering or giving money or 
any material benefit to induce some- 
one to convert is punishable by five 
years in jail. 

Any person with information on 
the subject should inform the police, 
be said. 

Bar-Lev noted that the reason he 
was answering the motion was that 
Shaki had addressed it to him. He 
agreed with Shaki that the problem 
was broader than a simple matter of 
law enforcement, “which may be the 
least important aspect.” 


Spain likely to approve 
‘concordat’ with its Jews 


PARIS (JTA). - The Spanish gov- 
ernment and Parliament are due to 
approve a special law recognizing 
foe Jewish community's rights and 
granting it foe same privileges en- 
joyed- by the Catholic Church and 
the various Protestant congrega- 
tions, the president of foe Spanish 
Jewish community announced Tues- 
day. 

Community head Samuel To I e da- 
no said in Madrid that the law, which 
be described as “revolutionary,” is 
likely to be approved “without any 
difficulties” before the end of the 
year. 

Toledano said the law would take 
foe form of a “concordat,” similar to 
foe agreement binding foe Vatican 
to various states. 

Under foe bill, foe Jewish com- 
munity would have jurisdiction over 
its members' personal status. Jews, 
like Catholics, would be able to 
undergo only a religious wedding, 
which would automatically be reg- 
istered with foe state registrar. 

Rabbis would enjoy the same pri- 


vileges as Catholic priests, would be 
exempted from military service, and 
would not have to testify in court on 
any matter related to their religious 
duties. 

Some 12.000 Jews live in Spain, 
mainly in Madrid, Barcelona. Seville. 
Malaga and foe Costa Brava. About 
70 per cent arrived from Morocco in 
foe 1950s and most of the others are 
from Germany, Central Europe. 
Latin America and the Middle East. 
The country has two rabbis and five 
synagogues. 

According to Toledano. the new 
law is backed by a majority of de- 
puties and is being held up only 
because foe Protestant churches are 
having difficulty setting up a unified 
delegation able to sign a similar 
agreement.

Five of terror cell get 
10 to 20 years in jail

HAIFA. - Five members of the 
Israeli-Lebanese terror cell who in- 
tended to blow- up the Shalom Tower 
in Tel Aviv in the service of Ahmed 
Jibril's organization were yesterday 
handed stiff sentences by the Haifa 
District Court. 

Fa'ir al-Halak. the 23-year-old 
Lebanese middleman who was 
caught trying to smuggle a Mercedes 
car filled with 55 kilograms of explo- 
sives into Israel at the Rosh Hanikra 
checkpoint in July 1983. was sent- 
enced to 20 years* imprisonment. 

Kawikas Romat Kawikas. 25. a 
Druse ex-soldier from Yirka in 
Western Galilee, was given 15 years. 

Ten-year sentences were imposed 
on Ahmed Kial. 25. and Farid Aka- 
wi. 21. both of Jedeida. which is 
close to Yirka. 

The four had been convicted by 
the court on Sunday of various 
charges including abetting the 
enemy and being members of an 
illegal organization. 

The fifth member of foe terror cell 
sentenced yesterday. Salah (Maha- 
na) Kawikas. 29. of Yirka. received 
a nine-year., prison term. He had 
been convicted of having knowledge 
of the terror cell and its activities. He 
was also found guilty of supplying a 


hand grenade to Ali Aswad. 28. of 
Makr village in Galilee. 

Aswad. who was convicted of pos- 
sessing the grenade for use in a dan 
feud. Is to be sentenced at a later 
date. 

The principal suspect in the case. 
Salah Kawikas. a 27-year-old former 
Israel Defence Forces soldier from 
Yirka. allegedly faked insanity to 
avoid criminal charges. The 
attorney-general has now instructed 
the state attorney to renew legal 
proceedings against him. 

The ex-IDF soldier, who is foe 
brother of and bears the same name 
as Salah (Mahana ) Kawikas who was 
sentenced yesterday, is suspected of 
being a member of Jibril's Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
- General Command and of having 
trained in terror tactics in Lebanon 
and engaged in espionage activities 
in Israel. 

The sentences were read out by 
Judge Amnon Carmi on behalf of 
himself and the two other members 
of the bench. Judges Hanoch Ariel 
and Haim Pizam. He said that even if 
tlie court had accepted defence argu- 
ments that the defendents' acts were 
motivated by financial gain and not 
by hatred for the state of Israel and 
its citizens, this would not have miti- 
gated foe gravity of the act. 


Shas, Morasha to have MKs 
both in and out of coalition

TEL AVIV. - Two of the religious 
parties in foe coalition are split, 
following decisions taken last night 
by the Matzad faction of Morasha 
and Knesset Member Ya’acov Yosef 
of Shas. Matzad resolved to remain 
in foe coalition against foe advice of 
its MK Haim Diuckman: but the 
Poalei Agudat Yisrael member of 
Morasha.

In the case of Shas. foe split is 
three to one. with Yosef leaving in 
protest against the Knesset’s rejec- 
tion of the Who is a Jew amendment 
and foe other three Shas MKs re- 
maining in foe coalition. 

Morasha decided to remain in the 
coalition last night after a heated 
discussion, with foe Gush Emunim 
members of foe movement opposing 
foe idea of breaking up the coalition 


on the Who is a Jew issue. A commit- 
tee will probably be set up to iron out 
foe problem of half the party being in 
foe coalition and half out, as well as 
the position of Morasha's Minister 
without Portfolio Yosef Shapira, 
who is not a Knesset Member and 
would have to give up his cabinet 
seat if the party left the coalition. . 

Yosef explained that he sees no- 
thing out of line in a faction's being 
partly in and partly out of the coali- 
tion. “We will all work for the same 
ends, only my colleagues will do it 
from within the coalition, while I will 
be in the opposition," he said.

IDF warns Jordan 
on rocket attacks

But the Jorda- 
nian government cannot be absolved 
of responsibility for such attacks,” 
be stressed. 

“The PLO,” Levy said, “is getting 
stronger m Amman and pressure 
could develop to launch combat op- 
erations. The Jordanian government 
will have to grapple with this.”

Under proposed new law in Knesset committee 

Doctors to report illness that

Doctors with patients whose con- 
dition could affect their driving will 
be required to report on them to foe 
Transport Ministry's licensing 
bureau under legislation being pre- 
pared by the Knesset Economic 
Committee. The Israel Medical 
Association is strongly opposed to 
foe proposed measure. 

The committee discussed such a 
bill yesterday, and an IMA spokes- 
man said tha't medical ethics on con- 
fidentiality between doctor and pa- 
tient “prevent a doctor from releas- 
ing medical information about an 
adult." If such a law is enacted, it is 
doubtful that it could be enforced 


since physicians might “just not 
observe it.” 

Committee chairman Eliabu 
Speiser said foe law was important 
“though it poses one danger against 
foe other - the danger to human life 
from drivers who are unable to func- 
tion properly' and the danger to foe 
relationship between, a patient and 
his doctor. If a patient knows his 
doctor will report his condition to 
the authorities and as a result poss- 
ibly lead to the loss of his driver’s 
licence, he may withhold vital in- 
<■ formation from his doctor.” 

Speiser said the committee 
accepts foe recommendation of foe 
Israel Psychiatric Association that 
the proposed law shun separate 


mention of mental illness as a bar to 
driving, and instead refer to all dan- 
ger to driving as being related to 
“medical problems.” 

The IMA spokesman also ques- 
tioned whether foe number of acci- 
dents attributable to health reasons 
is high enough to justify such con- 
troversial legislation. He suggested 
that foe law give foe doctor the 
power to decide whether to report 
foe patient’s condition, and then 
only with foe patient’s permission. 

Chaika Grossman (Mapam) was 
surprised at the TMA's opposition, 
noting that under existing law, doc- 
tore must report to foe Transport 
Ministry on foe condition of all pa- 
tients who drive buses or trucks.

Reagan addressed the anti- '■ 
abortion rally here as abortion cli- 
nics around the country tightened 
security in response to warning 
from government authorities that 
the anniversary could prompt 
attacks against such facilities. At 
least two dozen abortion clinics have 
peea damped by bombs this year.. . 

An A^CNews poll released Tues- 
day found that support for abortion 
on demand increased in the U.S. 
during Reagan's first term. Asked 
whether a woman should be able tp / 
get an abortion if she wants one. 52; 
per cent of the respondents said yes. 
Forty per cent supported that posi- 
tion in a similar 1981 poll, ABC said. 


France expels Polish

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'Food supplies may stop 
if Tnuva is not paid

^Jew phone exchange to ease 
calling between area codes

TEL AVIV. — The Bezek telecom- 
munications company has promised 
relief in about two months for tele- 
phone users who have trouble diall- 
ing outside their area code because 
they get a busy signal as soon as they 
dial’ zero. 

Bezek spokesman Zechariah Miz- 
rotsky said the improvement will 
come with the inaugaration of a new 
combined imerurban and interna- 
tional telephone exchange in Tel 

Aviv. 

He explained that the imerurban 
section will give callers to and from 
the Tel Aviv area 6,000 more lines. 
The new lines will be controlled by 


computers, streamlining the opera- 
tion, he said. He added that 60 to 70 
per cent of the country's phone calls 
are to or from the Greater Tel Aviv 
area, so the new exchange should 
help phone users elsewhere as well. 

The new exchange will, in its first 
stage, more than double the number 
of international lines available both 
for telephone calls and data trans- 
mission, Mizrotsky said. 

Bezek is also continuing to add an 
extra digit to six-digit telephone 
numbers in different parts of the 
country. This week a digit was added 
to Ramat Gan numbers beginning 
with 72. On March 1, the Ben- 
Gurion Airport area numbers begin- 
ning with 97 will also go over to 
seven digits. 


Travel agents decry plan to 
lower travellers’ cash limit

Negev drought a danger to Redum sheep

BEERSHEB A. - The lack of rain in 
the Negev for the second consecu- 
tive year is worrying the Green Pat- 
rol, which is charged with finding 
grazing areas for Beduin sheep dur- 
ing dxy spells. 

Alo’n Gaiili, the Green Patrol's 
commander, said that whereas last 
year the Beduin and their flocks' 
were taken as far north as Jerusalem 
to find grazing, this year the central 
region is as dry as the souther one. 

“I don’t know what we’ll do if it 


doesn't rain soon.*' he said. 

The Negev has received only 
minimal precipitation this winter. 

In 1978. when Ariel Sharon was 
agriculture minister, it was decided 
to register all Beduin flocks. Eighty 
thousand sheep were registered with 
the authorities, who promised to 
help the Beduin preserve them even 
in difficult times, so long as they 
obey grazing laws. 

During the winter, the sheep graze 
close to home, but by spring they are 
taken to open pasture, where prob- 
lems may then arise. Gaiili said. 


NS plans compensation

Seamen’s union 
orders Greek 
ship blockade

HAIFA. - The Maxine Officers' Un- 
ion yesterday ordered the Haifa port 
pilots not to allow the Greek freigh- 
ter Kronos to leave Haifa when it 
completes unloading an iron cargo. 

The ship was chartered by the Zim 
company and the union is protesting 
against Zim's use of foreign ships 
while it has decided to pay-up one of its 
own. the Yama, for lack of employ- 
ment. The union also ordered the 
Yama crew not to leave the ship 
which arrived in Haifa this week. 

They also sent a telegram to the 
transport minister blaming him for 
permitting the charter of foreign 
vessels while there is not enough 
work for Israel’s own ships and 
dozens of seamen are unemployed. 


Manslaughter verdict 
for Tirat Carmel killer 

HAIFA (Itim). - A Tirat Carmel 
resident yesterday pleaded guilty to 
a charge of manslaughter and was 
convicted by the Haifa District 
Court, after the prosecution agreed 
to change the charge from murder. 

Ya’acov Ohana. 26. stabbed his 
neighbour Melech Zissu. 36, to 
death last May after a quarrel be- 
tween them degenerated into a 
brawl. 

The court will pass sentence next 
month, after getting a report on 
Ohana by the probation officer.

contravenes the peace agreement, 
they’ said; his presence, apart from 
having a symbolic significance would 
make possible regular contacts be- 
tween the two countries. 

Jerusalem also believes that the 
Egyptian authorities could show 
more goodwill by preventing the 
press establishment in Cairo from 
making daily anti-Semitic attacks on 
Israel. 

“What image will the Egyptian 
man in the srreet have of Israel and 
Israelis when he reads all that stuff?” 
the officials asked. 

The officials conceded that Egypt 
and Israel do not conceive of the 
peace process in the same way, and 
reproached Egypt for failing to im- 
plement most of the normalization 
agreements already signed and rati- 
fied, which number around 50. 

“The two countries have embas- 
sies in each others' countries: they 
have transportation facilities by 
land, sea and air; they have tourism 
arrangements used in practice by 
Israelis only; they have an insignifi- 
cant trickle of trade, apart from oil. 
The other agreements are not acti- 
vated,” they complained . 

The Israeli delegation would like 
also to discuss other topics during 
the scheduled three day's of sessions 
in Beersheba at the Desert Inn 
Hotel, Sunday through Tuesday, 
These topics include the other 14 
disputed border points, apart from 
Taba; the search for the remains of 
19 Israeli soldiers listed as missing 
since the Yom Kippur War; and the 
transfer of Arab refugees to the 
Gaza District from their present 
location in the so-called Canada 


camp at e\-Arish. so they can rejoin 
their relatives. 

Israel will also demand that Egyp- 
tian soldiers and police stop shooting 
at Israeli pleasure boats in the Gulf 
of Eilat. 

The officials stress that all the 
issues they expect to discuss concern 
short- and medium-term relations 
between the two countries. 

“We shall be handling technicali- 
ties. definitions and modalities." the 
officials said. “We regret that mean- 
while in Egypt the meetings have 
been given a tremendous build-up as 
Though Beersheba will be a test 
case.” 

The Egyptian team will be headed 
by a senior aide to the Egyptian 
foreign minister with much UN ex- 
perience, Abdel-Halim el-Badawi, 
and will include the head of the 
Egyptian Foreign Ministry's legal 
department. Nabil ai-Arabi. The 
third top figure will be the head of 
the military liaison committee de- 
legation. Brigadier Farouk Labib. 

The Israeli team will be hdaded by 
the Foreign Ministry’s deputy 
director-general for Middle East 
affairs.

Alan Baker, .and the head of the 
military liaison committee delega- 
tion. Tat-Aluf Dov Sion. Mordechai 
Artzieli. head of the Egyptian desk 
at the ministry, will also attend. 

The U.S. will have officially in- 
vited representatives without dele- 
gates status, headed by Alan Krecz- 
ko. a specialist in Near East affairs in 
the office of the legal adviser to the 
State Department. He will be 
assisted by middle-level political 
officers stationed In Tel Aviv and 
Cairo. 


Industrialists the losers on first package deal 

Manufacturers’ head: IDF may get no food

TEL AVTV. - Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation executive director Amon 
Tiberg. yesterday called on the De- 
fence Ministry to "regain its sanity" 
and to stan paying its bills, "or else it 
might soon find itself without food 
for the armed forces." 

Tiberg told a news conference 
here that the ministry started slow- 
ing down payments some weeks ago. 
gradually stopping paying some 
bills, and’was now not paying most of 
there. “Any money it receives from 
the Finance Ministry it uses to pay its 
bloated civil service.” said Tiberg. 

The ministry owes its suppliers 
some IS50 billion. 

David Mosevics. managing direc- 
tor of Elite and head of the food 
division of the Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation. said: “No one can expect a 
firm to continue supplying food 
without gening paid.” 

Avi Pelosoff. head of the Manu- 
facturers Association's information 
department, said that food suppliers 
would soon be forced to adopt the 
same steps taken by Bezek. which is 
threatening to cut off the ministry’s 
telephone service. 

“What is good for a government 


company is certainly good enough 
. for private firms.” said Pelosoff. 

Tiberg maintained that the Manu- 
facturers Association was the only 
body hurt by the first package deal. 
"We were never naive about who 
would pick up the bill for the first 
package deal, but we saw no alterna- 
tive. he said. “If inflation had con- 
tinued to increase as it did in Octo- 
ber and November, the entire eco- 
nomy would have stopped function- 
ing.” 

Tiberg charged that the workers 
had come out “quite well" from the 
package deal. Whereas the cost-of- 
living allowance was cut by one third 
for two months, prices dropped so 
much that the purchasing power of 
their take-home pay had risen. They 
also received a 5 per cent reduction 
in income-tax payments. 

The government. Tiberg re- 
ported. had been forced to print 
money, but its spending was more 
than covered by its higher income 
from taxes, and from its tremendous 
cut as a result of lower incentives (in 
one form or another) to the expor- 
ters. 

Regarding charges that the manu- 
facturers raised their prices on the 


eve of the package deal. Tiberg said 
that it was not reflected in the 
wholesale -price index. About half of 
the 3.7 per cent hike in the index for 
December was due to higher prices 
of fruit and vegetables (the prices of 
which were not frozen) and the rest 
was due to housing, "not to the 
manufacturers." 

On the other hand, there had been 
many manufacturers whose prices 
had been frozen (those under price 
control) on October 1. or even be- 
fore this, so their freeze is longer 
than the 90 days of the package deal. 

It had been agTeed that manufac- 
turers of tea. instant coffee, beer, 
cigarettes, and some 40 other pro- 
ducts. would have their price hikes 
reviewed in mid-January. 

Tbis was not done . until the manu- 
facturers threatened to stop produc- 
tion, and this raised a public furore, 
and the government and the Histad- 
rut agreed to increase the price of 
only a few of the forty products, such 
as tea. cigarettes, instant coffee and 
beer. 

“If our partners to the agreement 
had honoured their obligations, this 
public furore would never have, 
taken place, said Tiberg. 


5 policemen guilty of abuse, 
3 used shocks on suspect 


Three policemen were yesterday 
found guilty by the Police Disciplin- 
ary Court in Peiah Tikva of using 
electricity on a suspect, and the Tel 
Aviv Magistrate's Court convicted 
two other policemen of assaulting a 
civilian they had arrested. 

The three policemen tried in 
Petah Tikva. Inspector Uri 
Gabi. Sergeant Shlomo Avraham 
and Corporal Eli Attiya. were ac- 
cused of attaching electric wires to 
the ears and fingertips of a suspect 
after they put sacking over his head, 
and of sending strong currents of 
electricity through him whenever he 
answered their questions negatively. 

The disciplinary court demoted 
the inspector to sub-inspector, and 
ordered the other two to report to 
their work places without working 
for two weeks. It also banded all 
three IS20.000 fines, and a two-week 
suspended term in the police lockup. 

The three had arrested Shlomo 


Zarihan in April 1983. and had told 
him they would test him with a lie 
detector, then proceeded to give him 
the "electric treatment.” 

In the Tel Aviv court, policemen 
Haim Pinhas of Neveh Zahal and 
Michael Meir of Jerusalem were 
convicted of handcuffing a man they 
had arrested, ordering him to kneel, 
and then beating him in his lower 
back in May 1979. The man. Yosef 
Bracha. who was suspected of break- 
ing into a vehicle, said he suffered a 
hemorrhage and a broken vertebra 
as a result of the beating. The two 
accused, who denied the charges, 
will be sentenced at a later date. 

Palestinian slogans 

TEL AVTV (Itim). - The slogan. 
“We will rebuild Palestine,” written 
in Hebrew, was found yesterday 
morning daubed on the walls of a 
budding in Jaffa's Rehov Hehalutz. 


Painters can’t Hai m ‘right’ to be in show

HAIFA. - The annual show of 
works of members of the Haifa Pain- 
ters and Sculptors Union will open as 
planned on Saturday, by Court 
order. 

District Court Judge Eliezer Bar 
yesterday rejected an application for. 
an injunction against the opening 
filed by eleven union members 
whose works were not accepted for 
hanging by the selection committee, 
and ordered them to pay IS500,000 
in costs. 

They argued that all union mem- 
bers were automatically entitled to 
have at least one work hung at the 
annual show. 

By rejecting their works, the com- 
mittee had deprived them of a 
chance of winning the annual Her- 
man Struck Memorial Prize, which is 


awarded to outstanding pictures ex- 
hibited at the show. 

Bar rejected the “automatic- 
right” argument, which would in- 
evitably reduce standards as the 
number of members grew. He noted 
that as long ago as June 1983, the 
National Artists Union, of which the 
Haifa 4 l»dJ is a member, tiad de- 
rided to stop the automatic-right 
rule. 

The Haifa union had accepted the 
decision and the applicants had 
done nothing since to have it changed. 

Regarding their chances for the 
Struck Prize, Bar noted that as the 
selection committee also constituted 
the prize committee, they were not 
likely to award prizes to works they 
had rejected. 

The show will be held at the Cha- 
gall Artists House and the nearby 
Haifa Museum. 


Hurvitz: 1 don’t 
know if it’s 
worthwhile to sell’

TEL AVIV. - Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation chairman Eli Hurvitz said 
yesterday that he is not sure whether 
industrialists would be wiser to sell 
their products or hold on to them, 
since it is now difficult to make 
economic calculations from one day 
to the next. 

Speaking to journalists at the 
Food Week exhibition at the Hilton 
Hotel here. Hurvitz said the price 
hikes on several products this week 
constituted a few exceptions to the 
package-deal price freeze on over 
4.000 products. He added that he 
had persuaded some plants to wait 
out the freeze rather than demand 
price increases. 

Among the more than 500 buyers 
attending the exhibition was a de- 
legation' from the U.S. defence 
establishment, which is considering 
buying food here for U.S. service- 
men in Europe. 

The 118 food exporters repre- 
sented at the fair appeared optimis- 
tic that they will be able to sell their 
produce at good prices this year, 
because of the damage to agriculture 
in Europe and parts of the U.S. 
caused by freezing weather. 


Art thiei heists $90,000 
in paintings, jewelry 

KFAR SHMARYAHU (Itim). - 
Paintings valued at S90.000 were 
heisted from a home here Saturday 
while the owner. Dr. Georges 
Hamo, was hosting a group of lun- 
cheon guests.

Ten, not fist, will control prisoners’ 


BEERSHEBA. - The dew comman- 
der of Beersheba Prison, Michael 
Ben-Shahar, says that he wants to 
use his pen rather than physical force 
to control the jail's 650 inmates. “I 
forbid brutality, denigration and vio- 
lence towards prisoners.” he says. 

Ben-Shahar came to Beersheba 
Prison after 28 years with the milit- 
ary police, including a stint as com- 
mander of the Ansar security camp 
in Lebanon. It was at Ansar that he 
first formulated his thesis that cor- 
rect management means using admi- 
nistrative rather than corporal 
punishment. 

“I don’t use tear gas, clubs or any 
form of violence." he says. “I use my 


authority to give or to withhold leave 
privileges. If I don't reduce some- 
one's sentence because his be- 
haviour doesn'r warrant a reduction, 
this hurts more than anything. The 
prisoners understand this very well." 

Ben-Shahar refuses to compare 
hims elf with the previous comman- 
der, Albert Hayut, who resigned 
“for personal reasons" three months 
ago. During Hayut's command, the 
prison saw riots, grenade-th rowings 
and knifings. Three convicts sent- 
enced to life imprisonment escaped 
during Hayut's tenure, and other 
prisoners tried to break out. 

Ben-Shahar says that since he 
took over, there have been no gre- 


nades or other explosives at the 
prison. He also says he has discour- 
aged escapes by granting access to 
lower-security areas only to inmates 
who have leave privileges. 

Drug addiction is a familiar and 
difficult problem in the prisons. 
There are 400 convicts addicted to 
such hard drugs as heroin in Israel’s 
prisons today, says Prisons Service 
spokesman, Shimon Malka. The 
addicts receive substitute drugs, and 
Ben-Shahar says that he hopes to 
open a drug-rehabilitation ward with 
40 beds at Beersheba prison s«xm. 

Of Beersheba prison’s 650 in- 
mates, 22 are serving life terms.

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France promises India 
to punish alleged spy

NEW DELHI (AP). - The French 
government has informed India that 
it wiU take “punitive action" against 
an ousted French diplomat accused 
in news reports of spying for the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency, a lead- 
ing newspaper reported yesterday. 

Two other Frenchmen involved in 
India's biggest espionage scandal 
since independence fled the country 
before the diplomat, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Alain Boliey, was recalled 
to Paris Sunday on Indian govern- 
ment instructions, the United News 
of India news agency (UNI) re- 
ported. 

Boliey, an air force officer who 
was stationed in the Indian capital 
for five years, has called allegations 
against him “ridiculous." 

The other two alleged French 
spies were said to be non-diplomats. 

Opposition leader and former 
prime minister Charan Singh said 
intelligence agencies had gathered 
enough evidence on the spy ring by 
last November to warrant an im- 
mediate crackdown, but Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi purposely de- 
layed the arrests for political reasons 
until after the national elections. 

Singh indirectly asked Gandhi to 
resign by pointing out the “exam- 
ple" of Willy Brandt, who resigned 
as West German chancellor in 1974 
after admitting full responsibility for 
negligence in allowing an East Ger- 
man spy to become a member of his 
staff. 

Several employees of the prime 
minister's office have been detained 
for alleged involvement in the 
espionage ring. P.C. Alexander, the 
top officer in Gandhi's office and 
one of his closest aides, resigned last 
weekend. 

The Hindustan Times , New De- 
lhi's largest-tirculation paper, re- 
ported that a clue to a “U.S.-linked" 
spy network in India was provided 


by the publication of stories in two 

leading American papers last 
September about a top secret Indian 
plan to attack a Pakistani nuclear 
reactor. 

The stories, based on leaks from a 
Senate Intelligence Committee 
briefing, made Indian counter- 
intelligence agencies suspicious and 
prompted them to put officials in 
sensitive positions under surveill- 
ance , the pro-government daily said . 

The paper has reported that more 
than 60 senior government, military 
and counter-intelligence officers 
were being questioned or are under 
suspicion as suspects in the scandal . 

Meanwhile, the Times of India 
newspaper added yesterday that au- 
thorities had ordered a thorough 
screening of at least 2,000 private 
citizens who worked for commercial 
companies as liaison officers. It said 
they worked for companies in major 
Indian cities that had business deal- 
ings with foreign companies. 

The Times said a Dutch business- 
man in New Delhi, identified as 
Coomar Narain. was arrested and 
charged with allegedly buying 
photocopies of top defence docu- 
ments from military officials and 
passing them to a foreign agent, 
identified in news reports as Boliey. 

The government’s intelligence 
bureau also is questioning some 
women friends of Narain, who is 
believed to have thrown lavish par- 
ties for government officials. The 
Indian Express reported yesterday. 

Following confessions of the 
arrested men, intelligence officials 
raided the houses of the women but 
several of them had already fled, 
fearing a crackdown. The Express 
said. 

The government so far has not 
named any foreign country involved 
in the case. 


Major British newspaper 
faces corruption charge 


LONDON (Reuter). - The Obser- 
ver, one of Britain's leading Sunday 
newspapers, is to be prosecuted for 
corruption for buying documents 
from a senior Defence Ministry offi- 
cial, the government said yesterday. 

Charges against the paper's edi- 
tor, Donald Trelford, and members 
of his staff are also being considered, 
a spokesman for Attorney-General 
Sir Michael Havers said. 

The trial could prove to be the 
biggest case involving press freedom 
in Britain for several years. 

’ -The move against The Observer, a 
well-respected liberal paper with a 
circulation of 770,000, followed the 
conviction on Tuesday of Defence 
Ministry weapons expert Raymond 
Williams on corruption charges. 

Williams, 38, was jailed for six 
months for selling to The Observer 
for £1,500 information which pro- 
vided the basis for an article alleging 
gross inefficiency in defence spend- 
ing. 

During his trial, the prosecution 
accused the paper of seducing Wil- 
liams, who was heavily in debt, with 
a shabby piece of “cheque book 


journalism.” 

Trelford has issued a statement 
declaring that The Observer had not 
acted improperly in the affair. 

“Our overriding concern has been 
to serve the public interest by expos- 
ing massive waste in defence ex- 
penditure and the bureaucratic 
methods used to cover it up,” he 
said. 

“There is more than one kind of 
‘leak’ - there is the leaking of public 
funds and the leaking of information 
about this state of affairs to the pub- 
lic. The government appears to be 
obsessed exclusively with the lat- 
ter.” 

Disenchanted civil servants have 
made Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher’s government one of the 
“leakiest” of modem times since her 
landslide re-election in June 1983.

Ethiopian camps rife with 
killer cholera as 50 die daily 


ADDIS ABABA. Ethiopia (AP). - 
At least 50 persons are dying daily of 
cholera in a small famine camp in the 
nonhem region of Wollo. and 
intemationar-aid officials fear the 
outbreak may spread to other 
drought shelters already rife with 
other diseases. 

Relief officials said they fear 
cholera could spread widely because 
the Ethiopian government “is not 
taking reports of the disease serious- 
ly." 

They said thousands of refugees, 
weaker than ever, continue to 
stream into camps, making them 
more susceptible to diseases that 
spread through overcrowding. 

Government officials sidestepped 
questions about cholera and other 
diseases. 

In an interview Tuesday. Ethio- 
pian deputy relief commissioner 
Berhane Deressa would only speak 
of “dire shortages" of drugs and 
supplementary foods, especially for 
malnourished children. 

Children, as always, are most at 
risk, according to the deputy direc- 
tor of one of the biggest aid agencies. 


Susan Barber of the U.S.-based 
Catholic Relief Services. 

Louse-borne diseases like typhus 
and relapsing fever are rampant, as 
are measles, dysentery and bronc- 
hial pneumonia caused by exposure 
in the cramped camps that have 
mushroomed in some cases to the 
size of towns, she said in an interview 
yesterday. 

Meanwhile, officials of Care, the 
American relief agency* are warning 
that the Ethiopian famine is just “a 
forerunner of what is going to be- 
come a continent-wide disaster" if 
rains don't relieve Central Africa 
soon. Both recently returned from 
the drought-stricken region. 

“If there is no rain in Chad in the 
next few months, there will be 
famine in enormous proportions." 
said Edwin Weselv. chairman of 
Care's board of directors, who vi- 
sited that country last month. 

Care's executive director. Dr. Phi- 
lip Johnston, who recently returned 
from Sudan, said he fears “all hell is 
going to break loose" there if the 
droueht continues. 


Freezing temperatures delay shuttle 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Honda 
(AP). - A second night of freezing 
temperatures caused a 24-hour delay 
in the scheduled liftoff of the space 
shuttle Discovery on its first military 
mission, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration 
announced late on Tuesday.. . .. . 

Shortly before midnight. Nasa 
announced that “extreme weather 
conditions in the area are projected 
to cause icing conditions on the ex- 
ternal tank" and said the launch 
would be rescheduling for this after- 
noon. 

The shuttle will carry a crew of five 
male military office rs-and will deploy 
a satellite to gather intelligence in- 
formation from the Soviet Union. 
By keeping the launch time un- 
announced. the Air Force hopes to 
stymie Soviet attempts to monitor 
the satellite.

Vital New Caledonia 
nickel mine sabotaged 


NOUMEA. New Caledonia. - 
Saboteurs, trying to cripple this is- 
‘ land's viral nickel mining industry, 
attacked a major mine and wrecked 
-trucks and equipment, authorities 
said yesterday. 

The French High Commission 
said tiie state-owned nickel mine at 
Kouaoua was attacked on Tuesday 
night and 90 per cent of its machin- 
ery was destroyed. 

Nickel mining accounts for close 
to 90 per cent of the exports of New 
Caledonia, which bolds about one 
third of the world's known reserves, 
of the metal, and with this attack the' 
industry is at almost a complete stop. 

The island's largest mine, at Thio. 
has been inactive since late Novem- 
ber when members of the Kanak 
Socialist National Liberation Front 
(FLNKS) seized the town of Thio 
and held it for almost three weeks. 

French forces re sained control 


December 10. but mining has not 
resumed because most of the mine 
workers have fled. The workers are 

mostly Europeans and Polynesians. 

FLNKS is demanding independ- 
ence for the French Pacific territory 
but the European settlers.. Polyne- 
sians and other non-Kan ak groups 
axe determined to remain part of 
France. 

In Paris, supporters and oppo- 
nents of independence for New 
Caledonia hardened their positions 
yesterday as tiie government final- 
ized plans to extend a 12-day-oTd 
state of emergency there until Jane 
30- 

Politicsl sources said the National 
Assembly, where the governing 
. Socialists have aft absolute majority, 
was certain to approve the exten- 
sion. But the government faced 
tougher fight in the opposition- 
controlled Senate. (AP. Reuter) 


Chernenko, reportedly ill, 
pledges good faith for talks 


MOSCOW. - Soviet President Kon- 
stantin Chernenko, who has not 
been seen in public in almost four 
weeks because of illness, pledged in 
a message published yesterday that 
Moscow- will conduct anus-control 
talks with the U.S. "in a business- 
like and constructive manner. " 

“Let us hope that the United 
States will also adopt an upright and 
responsible approach." Chernenko 
said in a message to a National Peace 
Conference published by the official 
news agency Toss. 

Word that Chernenko bad sent a 
message to the conference, which 
opened yesterday in Moscow,* indi- 
cated he would not use the occasion 
to make a public appearance and 
quell speculation about his health. 

Diplomats from East and West 
European and Asian embassies said 


Soviet officials had confirmed pri- 
vately tiie substance of widespread 
speculation that Chernenko. 73. had 
withdrawn from public activity due 
to 01 health. 

They said his condition was not 
grave, but did not give further de- 
tails. v 

In the past. Chernenko has 
spoken’ at national conferences of 
Soviet writers and youth organiza- 
tions. There is no protocol require- 
ment that he should attend such 
meetings, however. 

The Soviet leader, who reportedly 
suffers from emphysema, last 
appeared on tele virion December 27 
at an awards ceremony for Soviet 
writers. In a brief speech, he 
appeared short of breath. (Reuter. 
AP)

In Delhi alone 2.146 Sikhs were 
killed in the four days of arson and 
murder following Mrs. Gandhi's 
assassination on October 31 by two 
Sikh bodyguards, he said.

When panic attacks 

There is hope for people suffering 
from anxiety neurosis, Aviva Bar-Am iearns. 


IT CAN strike without warning and 
produce terrifying symptoms. Vic- 
tims may feel detached and unreal, 
sense imminent death and fear for 
their sanity. Some will want desper- 
ately to bolt - to run anywhere - but 
there is no escape. 

• • The anxiety disease, sometimes 
called panic disorder or anxiety 
neurosis, consists of a series of these 
frightening and painful anxiety 
attacks. Recurring once a month, 
once a week, or every day. they 
cause the victims to take to their 
beds, fearful of the next bombshell. 
People with panic disorder may be- 
come completely incapacitated. 

During an atrack the victim may 
experience gripping chest pains, 
making him think he's having a heart 
V attack. Hot flashes, nausea and di- 
arrhea sometimes accompany the 
pains and the sufferer may be unable 
to breathe, the floor may seem to tilt 
and his legs may turn to’ jelly. As he 
breaks out in a sweat, his head 
pounding, sure he is about to faint, 
the victim . experiences an over- 
whelming sense of doom: he is not 
sure what is about to happen, but he 
knows it will be terrible beyond 
words. 

Until just a few years ago, people 
afflicted by the anxiety disease were, 
condemned to Jives of misery. and’ 
often premature death, says "Dr.* 
Paul Brown, a psychiatrist at Hadas* 
sah University Hospital in Jerusalem 
whose department is doing research 
. on panic disorders. "Not only did 
t their lives fall into total disrepair, 
but the effects of anxiety on the 
cardiovascular system took their toll 
on the victims." 

Brown explains that the anxiety 
disease mimics many somatic medic- 
al disorders, making diagnosis very 
difficult.' "Sufferers may spend 
months, or years, being shunted 
from heart specialist to neurologist 
to internist and eventually being sent 
to a psychologist for extensive treat- 
ment of emofional distress. Victims 
are often extremely distressed by the 
fact that although they know there is 
something physically wrong with 
them, their doctors can’t seem to 
■ijicare it. 

In the 1950s a medical revolution 
took place all over the world as 
severely depressed patients with a 
poor prognosis were treated success- 
fully with drugs. The typical depress- 
ion has an anxiety component and 
doctors began to notice that the 
treatments for depression also re- 
duced concomitant anxiety. It was 
only in the 1970s. however, that 
physicians began to recognize that 
anxiety which exists independently 
of depression is also helped by anti- 
depressive drugs. 


Today doctors believe that there is 
a core disorder which causes the 
panic attacks - a type of chemical 
imbalance. The condition, which is 
quite possibly hereditary, may have 
a connection with the way a person’s 
life experiences have taught him to 
cope with stress. 

About two per cent of the popula- 
tion suffer from panic disorders. 
Many victims are ashamed and 
embarrassed by a disease which 
seems to outsiders to be "all in the 
mind." Most of the sufferers are 
women who are 18-45. 

When they reach a psychiatrist 
who is familiar with anxiety disease 
and able to treat it. some people with 
panic disorder balk at the necessity 
for long-term medication. 

A highly successful career woman 
who bad been suffering for 10 
months from panic attacks and had 
been sent from one doctor to 
another, eventually reached Dr. 
Brpwn. Assuring her that she could 
be helped and assuming that she 
would be happy to be cured, he 
reports that she preferred to suffer 
rather than take medication. But Dr. 
Brown fears that she won’t be able to 
stand it for long and will eventually 
end up gening treatment. . 

Oren, not his real name,- a 40- 
year-old free-lance artist, had- his 
first panic anaek-severabmonths-af- 
ter receiving an unusually large and 
lucrative assignment. "I'd never had 
any medical or psychological prob- 
lems," says the father of two, “but 
that night I thought I was having a 
heart attack and although I didn't 
faint I could feel it coming on. That 
evening I couldn’t function at all, but 
the next day 1 was fine." 

A few days later, as he lay in bed, 
he again experienced the fainting 
sensation and chest pains, but the 
doctor he called in couldn’t find 
anything wrong. 

The attacks then became more 
frequent. “I would sweat, my pulse 
raced, my legs wouldn’t hold me up 
and I panicked. I knew I was about 
to die," he recalls. 

After making the rounds of doc- 
tors. he eventually turned to a 
psycho legist who discussed stress 
and anxiety with him but the attacks 
didn't stop. He began to feel he was 
lost forever. 

“As I was waking up, I would 
already feel blurry, as if there were a 
transparent screen between me and 
the world. I saw and reacted to 
everyone as if I were in a dream. 
Indescribable anacks of weakness 
came over me, and doing anything at 
all, even leaving the house, was 
becoming impossible. My wife 
accompanied me everywhere - 1 was 
afraid to be alone.” 


Oren relates that when he had no 
alternative but ro meet with a client, 
he would gather up all his reserves of 
strength, have one meeting, come 
home and collapse into bed. “I felt 
that I was alive and dead at the same 
time and knew I was losing my mind . 
There's not a word yet invented 
that can describe it." 

It took months before Oren heard 
about Dr. Brown, who explained 
that he wonld need to take medica- 
tion for a long period. 

‘■‘Those first few weeks were horri- 
ble. There were all sorts of side 
effects and I felt sure I would faint at 
any moment." says Oren. "I talked 
to Dr. Brown on the telephone 
almost every day." he continues, 
“and a friend who had already been 
through it helped to reassure me.” 

Almost a year has passed since 
Oren began treatment. “I’m on a 
maintenance dose now," Oren re- 
lates, "and I’ve been afraid to stop 
taking the medication. I feel like a 
new person, my family is functioning 
again, the kids don’t have to be 
‘worrying about daddy’ all the time 
and my wife can leave the house. I 
will suffer a few anxiety symptoms 
but I haven't had an attack for 
months." 

Dr. Browrrexplains that patients 
generally receive medication for 6-9; 
months,- with a gradual reduction in- 
dose until maintenance level is 
reached. Although within a year 
after medication is stopped a few 
symptoms may recur, they generally 
are not as severe as they were be- 
fore. A repeat course of treatment, 
sometimes with a different medica- 
tion, often helps. 

One-tbird of the patients are total- 
ly cured and never need treatment- 
again, while about 15 per cent re- 
main unaffected by the drugs. 
‘‘That’s why we are continuing our 
research,” he says. "We want to find 
the right medicine for every sufferer 
of the disease." 

Some form of psychotherapy is 
often used in addition to medication. 
“Panic disorder victims are usually 
thoroughly de moralized, ’’ says Dr. 
Brown. "We may talk out the stres- 
ses which have exacerbated their 
situation or try to solve specific prob- 
lems. And we want the patient’s 
family life to return to normal." 

Many people with anxiety neuro- 
sis develop phobias of some kind - 
fear of open or closed spaces in 
particular. For patients with these 
problems behaviour therapy may 
also be indicated. 

Former victim Oren expressed 
deep satisfaction that panic dis- 
orders would be discussed openly in 
a newspaper. "People should know 
that there is hope," he said. 


AT A PARTY', a woman my age ts 
saying how wonderful and energetic 
she feels. It is close to midnightrand 
though the party is just getting under 
way. I have been fighting the battle 
of the eyelids for close to^an hour. 

“What’s the secret?" I yawn in her 
face.

The monster climbs 
into my bed as if he owns me. “No.

I walk him back to his cage and he 
accepts this civilized Solution as long 
as Topen the door, turn on the light, 
refill the bottle and sing the last verse 
of Old MacDonald.

MANY WOMEN think the world 
would be a better, more peaceful 
place if women ran it. but Evelyn 
Sommer. Wizo’s representative 'at 
the UN does not agree. "There is 
nothing more brutafthan indoctrin- 
ated women." Sommer told The 
Jerusalem Post when she was in 
Israel recently to attend the plenary 
session of the World Wizo Board 
and the seminar Wizo held in prepa- 
ration for the UN End of the Decade 
of Women Conference to be held in 
Nairobi. ■ 

When we went to Mexico City, we 
came with documentation about 
Wizo’s professional work.” she said. 
"Of course, they weren’t interested 
in that: they just wanted to attack us 
as Zionists. Copenhagen was a real 
disaster because the Soviet-Arab 
axis felt very- free.” She believes 
Nairobi will be different. 

"We have become realists. We 
have learned that coalitions don’t 
work. Despite the support Jewish 
women have given to civil rights and 
human rights causes, the non-Jewish 
organizations left us flat when we 
needed them. We have learned that 
we have to strengthen our own ranks 
instead of depending on others. 

"The biggest difference of all in 
her opinion is that the Jewish 
women’s organizations have success- 
fully lobbied in the U.S. Congress 
for legislation which calls for cuts in 
American funding for the women’s 
conference if it becomes anti-Zionist 
or anti-Semitic. She hopes the fear of 
loss of U.S. support will keep the 
conference in line this time. 

Evelyn Sommer is also president 
of Wizo’s groups in the U.S. Until 
two years ago. Wizo did not operate 
in the U.S. under a gentleman's

agreement with Hadassah. Howev- 
er. Jewish immigrants from South 
America. South Africa and else- 
where have come to the U.S in 
recent years and wanted to continue 
working for Wizo. 

"We also attract Israeli emigrants 
living in the U.S.." Sommer said. 
"We gi\e them a way to maintain 
their contact with Israel, since Wizo 


is the only organization which has its 
international headquarters in 
Israel." 

The fact that Wizo is the only 
Zionist organization with consulta- 
tive status" at the U.N. also helps 
attract young women who are in- 
terested in political involvement. 

"I am sure Wizo won t close any of 
its institutions because the Federa- 
tions abroad won’t let it happen," 
she said. "AH of us know we have 
to raise more money to keep Wizo 
services going.”

up and thrown into the enormous 
alluring black garbage bins, which 
are always bumped into when walk- 
ing backwards. 

There is a red mailbox which must 
be investigated to see if fingers can 
fit through the slot and little silver 
mail boxes at the post office which 
must be tampered with to see if they 
open with a twist of a twig. 

The physical world adults take so 
much for granted is a veritable touch 
and feel museum for him. But I’m 
the only guard on duty.

They urged all governments, in- 
cluding the government of Israel, to 
appoint their delegations to the con- 
ference immediately to allow 
enough time for preparation. They 
also proposed that Jewish women’s 
organizations help fund the confer- 
ence preparation work of women's 
organizations in their countries.

Unusual but important aspect is stressed — 

Tourism as springboard for investment

Likud MK Uriel Linn said yester- 
day that a poll among foreign inves- 
tors with money tied up in Israel 
would show that the majority of 
them had been here before as tour- 
ists. “You don't put your money in a 
place you don't know,' 1 said Linn, 
who sees tourism as a springboard 
for increased investments from 
abroad. “Tourism offers the quick- 
est solution to reducing the gap in 
our balance of payments" he said. 

He was speaking at a meeting of 
the tourism lobby in the Knesset, at 
which it was agreed that a meeting 
between Tourism Minister Avraham 
Sharir and Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i was a matter of the utmost 
urgency. 

Paramount in any discussions be- 
tween the two ministers must be the 
recognition of tourism as the most 
important generator of foreign cur- 
rency. the members of the lobby 
said. 

Bemoaning the fact that the tour- 
ism ministry “has always been a 
weak ministry" in relation to the 
others. Labour MK Dov Ben-Meir 
said that it was time the Treasury 
became aware that revenues from 
tourism were more certain than 
those from high-tech industry. 

Fellow Labour MK Yitzhak Artzi 
wondered why the government was 
not making the same capital and 
manpower investment in tourism as 
it is in its efforts to save the Ata 
textile company from closure. 

During a luncheon with senior 


officials of the tourism ministry and 
the heads of various tourist-oriented 
development companies, tile lobby 
heard fears from different quarters 
that cutbacks in government spend- 
ing may severely hurt the industry. 

There was a general consensus 
that the ministry should be the ex- 
ception to the rule in any forthcom- 
ing austerity programme. The MKs 
and the people involved in promot- 
ing tourism were convinced that the 
tourism budget should be increased. 

Attention was also given to the 
possibility of placing all tourist facili- 
ties and authorities which are cur- 
rently not under the jurisdiction of 
the tourism ministry under a single 
umbrella organization. 

According to ministry director- 
general Rafi Fartoer, the concept ofa 
central roof body had been broached 
by the former minister, Moshe Kol, 
and had only two months ago been 
taken up with the Treasury by Shar- 


ir. Faiber said that the Treasury 
approves in principle, but has certain 
reservations about which organiza- 
tions should be included. For .inst- 
ance, it wants to exclude the Nature 
Reserves Authority on the grounds 
that it is not strictly within the categ- 
ory of a tourist attraction. 

Likud MK Meir Shitrit offered to 
raise the subject in the Knesset, but 
warned that it would probably erupt 
into a battle over who has the au- 
thority over the roof body. 

The interior and transport minis- 
tries, which are involved in certain 
aspects of tourism, would both want 
to lav claim on the ‘roof body, he 
said, while the tourism ministry 
would insist that it is the rightfiti 
master. Municipal and regional 
councils would also join in the fray, 
anxious that any institution removed 
from their aegis would be synony- 
mous with income taken from their 
coffers. 






EEC jobless rose in December to 11.3% 


BRUSSELS (AP). - Unemploy- 
ment in the European Economic 
Community rose to 11.3 per cent of 
the civilian population in December, 
with about 100.000 more people out 
of work than at the start of 1984, the 
EEC statistics office said yesterday. 

The December rate was up from 
11.1 per cent the month before and 
10.S per cent a year earlier. 

An estimated 13.1 million people 
were reported on government job- 
less rolls at the end of the year, 
compared with 13.0 m. in January. 


The unemployment trend in the 
10-nation EEC is running counter to 
a downward pattern in the U.S.. 
where the jobless rate in December 
was 7.2 per cent of the civilian work 
force and the number of people- 
working swelled to an all-time high. 

The EEC statistics office said the 
unemployment rates in nine of the 10 
member countries rose last year. 
Denmark was the exception, with its 
jobless rate falling to 10.2 per cent 
from 10.4 per cent in 1983.

‘Most women still 
in inferior jobs’ 

GENEVA (AP). -Female plumbers 
can be found in France and West 
Germany, and U.S. women are be- 
ginning to outnumber men as real 
estate agents, but society still pushes 
many women into “traditional 
women's work." the International 
Labour Organization (HO) said this 
week. 

Although women are protected 
from job discrimination by law in 
most industrialized countries, the 
“persistent notions of men’s jobs - 
women's jobs... foster occupational 
segregation." the ILO said in a sum- 
mary of its annual World Labour 
Report. The report is based on data 
compiled from member countries 
and the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development. 

women are concentrated “in jobs 
and sectois where wages are compa- 
ratively low." the ILO said, adding 
that “there is alsti '-evidence that 
when an occupation" or profession 
becomes predominately female, its 
economic and social status dimi- 
nishes.” 

Segregation is especially acute in 
many developing countries where 
women “tend to have low social and 
economic status and where they re- 
ceive much less education than men 
and are often illiterate,'’ the ILO 
said. 

The bulk of work done by women 
in the Third World - agriculture and 
related activities - often is not consi- 
dered economic activity, the ILO 
said. It said women seldom have full 
title to. land and therefore have li- 
mited access to credit and other 
benefits. 

In industrialized countries, young 
women tend to be pushed into areas 
with “low employment potential” 
such as humanities and the arts, it 
said. 

However, the ILO predicted 
women will gain more influence in 
relevant decision-making in the near 
future by increasing their ranks in 
national parliaments, trade unions 
and grass-roots organizations. 


Iran and Turkey sign 
$3 billion barter deal 

NICOSIA (AP). - Iran and Turkey 
signed a S3 billion barter agreement 
valid for one year, the official Ira- 
nian news agency, Ima, reported 
yesterday. 

The agency, monitored here, said 
that according to the agreement Iran 
will export to Turkey six million tons 
of crude oil, two million tons of oil 
products as well as some non-oil 
goods. 

In return Iran will import metals, ! 
textiles, machinery, industrial | 
equipment, electrical and electronic | 
instruments, chemicals and plastic 
products from Turkey.

Minister’s pay for his day’s work goes to charity

The Nilit textile factory will give to 
charity the day’s salary of 1825,000 
earned .there last week by Labour 
and Social Affairs Minister Moshe 
Katsav, it was announced yesterday.

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Oil worries 
dollar sink 

LONDON (Reuter). - Sterling sank 
to SL 11 in iate trading on European 
currency markets yesterday, bat- 
tered by the still-buoyant dollar and 
worries about shaky world oil prices. 

After being propped up on Tues- 
day by concerted intervention on 
foreign exchanges by European cen- 
tral banks to check a surging dollar, 
sterling was hit yesterday by an Arab 
newspaper report that Opec may be 
ready to cut benchmark crude oil 
prices. 

The report was later denied, but 
Us impact served to refocus attention 
on the pound's underlying weakness 
and highlighted the difficulty 
Europe's financial authorities face in 
their attempt to contain the dollar's 
strength. 

Encouraged by the absence of any 
centra! bank intervention yesterday, 
dealers took the opportunity to prod 
the dollar higher yet again, reaffirm- 
ing their confidence in a currency 
bolstered by strong U.S. economic 
growth and high U.S. interest rates. 

Sterling slid to a low of $1.1095. 
just seven-tenths of a cent above its 
record low, but closed here at 
SI- 1105 from its SI. 1245 finish in 
Lundon Tuesday night. 

But the pound also weakened on a 
broader level. It's value against a

basket of international currencies 
fell 0.6 per cent to dose at 70.7 per 
cent of its 1975 value, barely above 
its all-time low of 70-6 a week ago. 

As key British money market 
rates strengthened yesterday, spe- 
culation mounted that interest rates 
may have to rise for a third time to 
help sterling. There have been two 
increases already this month. 

The German mark fared less badly 
against the dollar, but still shed a 
pfenning from its finish in London 
Tuesday night to dose at 3. 18 marks. 

Chris Zwermann, foreign ex- 
change adviser at Manufacturers 
Hanover Trust in Frankfurt said: 
“Dealers held back a bit yester- 
day.. .but if the centra] banks stay 
out for a day or two, the dollar will 
be well over 3.20 marks/' 

In Washington, James Baker, set 
to become U.S. Treasury Secretary, 
said that as far as he knew the U.S. 
has not joined European central 
banks in intervening in currency 
markets. He reaffirmed U.S. doubts 
about such activity as an effective 
policy tool. 

Baker, currently White House 
chief of staff, made the remarks at a 
hearing on his nomination as Treas- 
ury Secretary. The committee later 
approved him unanimously. 


Opec denies rumour of price cut 


VIENNA (Reuter). - Opec yester- 
day strongly denied a newspaper 
report that its pricing experts had 
recommended a reduction in the cost 
of its marker crude, the Opec news 
agency’ Opecna said. 

Fadhil Al-Chalabi, Opec deputy 
secretary-general, described as 
“totally untrue’' a report in the 
Riyadh-based English-language 
Arab Mews that the Opec experts, 
who met at the weekend in Saudi 
Arabia, had agreed to reduce by 
$2.50 the $29 per barrel price of 
Arabian light. 

Chalabi. who participated in the 
nvo-dav meeting, said that at no time 
was the price of the marker crude 
discussed. 

“The committee devoted its atten- 
tion exclusively to the problems of 
price differentials between the va- 
rious Opec crudes, especially to the 
price difference between the African 
extra light crudes and the heavy 
crudes produced in the Gulf,’* he 
said. 

In Riyadh a source in the Saudi 
Arabian Oil Ministry confirmed that 
the experts’ meeting had made no 


recommendation to reduce Opec’s 
benchmark price by $2.50 a barrel. 

Meanwhile, Canada's National 
Energy Board, saying it was meeting 
competition, has proposed cutting 
the price of the oil it exports to the 
U.S. by between $1.13 and $1.89 a 
barrel, effective February 1, a 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

If the reduction is approved by the 
ministers of finance and energy and 
then by Canada’s cabinet, light oil 
shipped to the U.S. would be re 
duced to $25.56 a barrel and heavy 
oil would be cut to $23.38, the 
spokesman, said. 

Canada is second only to Mexico 
as a foreign oil supplier to the U.S. 

Canada daily ships 210,000 barrels 
of light oil and 283,000 barrels of 
heavy oil to the U.S. The total of 
493,000 barrels of oil daily repre- 
sents about 9.5 per cent of all U.S. 
imports and 3.1 per cent of daily oil 
consumption, according to the U.S. 
Department of Energy. 

The proposed price cuts would be 
on top of a $1.02 cut implemented 
for both grades in January but still 
awaiting formal approval/ . 


Jordanians try to control oil gusher 


AMMAN (Reuter). - Engineers 
were trying to control the flow of oil 
yesterday at a new test well in Jordan 
whih has raised the country’s hopes 
of becoming less reliant on imported 
crude. 

Oil gushed out over the weekend 
at a well at Azraq, lOOkms. east of 
Amman, and officials said engineers 
from Jordan's Natural Resources 
Authority were still trying to stop the 
flow. 

The discovery appeared to be the 
best so far in Jordan's long search for 
oil. Prime Minister Ahmed Obeidat 
indicated in the Upper House of 
Parliament Tuesdav that the well 


could be producing at least 3.000 
barrels per dav (BPD). 

Jomap now imports more than 
50,000 BPD at a cost of about $600 
million annually. 

Obeidat gave no figures but said 
the test-flow was five times greater 
than at two previous wells in the 
same area. The test-flow of those 
wells, which are to be fitted with 
pumps within a week, was between 
600 and 700 PBD. 

“We can say we have an oilfield,” 
Obeidat said. 

This year’s state budget allocated 
more than 14m. dinars ($35m.) for 
oil exploration in Jordan.

Haifa high-tech export firms 
complain of ministry ‘apathy’

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. - The "apathy" of the 
Finance Ministry and the Industry 
and Trade Ministry is hampering the 
development of two high-tech ex- 
port Anns in the science-based in- 
dustries park here. Hanan Nitzan. 
general manager of the Haifa Eco- 
nomic Corporation, charged yester- 
day. 

The firms, Intel and Fibronics. 
have ordered two new buildings on 
the site to expand their activities. 

But the government's Investment 
Centre is refusing to transfer loans 
for the continuation of the construc- 
tion work, said Nitzan. 

This in turn is threatening the 
future production and export activi- 
ties of the two companies. 

Nitzan said the corporation . a sub- 
sidiary of Haifa municipality, had 
not received any funds from the 
government for the past three 


months. The amount outstanding 
now totals more than $750,000, 

Letters and telegrams to the 
ministries have produced no re- 
sponse. At- the same time the cor- 
poration's debts to the building con- 
tractors were increasing each month 
bv $150,000 and unless money was 
made available the construction 
work would cease. 

Nitzan said he was in the middle of 
negotiations with American com- 
panies which are interested in estab- 
lishing new plants on the site. The 
stoppage of the construction work 
would be a serious blow and could 
result in the firms' going elsewhere. 

Fibronics general manager Moti 
Gura warned that if his firm was 
unable to move into the new premis- 
es it could jeopardize its ability 1 to 
meer orders. 

Fibronics has annual sales totall- 
ing about $20 million and most of its 
products are exported. 


World Bank loans total $12b. 


GENEVA (AP). -The World Bank 
announced yesterday its borrowings 
in the fiscal year ending June 30 will 
total about $12 billion, including 
S5.7b. between January and June. 

The Washington-based bank also 
said in a communique that effective 
immediately, it will no longer charge 
the 0.25 per cent front-end fee on 
loans to developing countries be- 
cause of a “strong financial posi- 
tion." 

It said borrowings during the first 
half of the fiscal year amounted to 
the equivalent of S6.3b. in 10 nation- 
al currencies and in European cur- 
rency units at an average cost of 7.82 
per cent, compared to S5b. at 8.09 
per cent, in the first half of the 
previous fiscal year. 


The front-end fee had been intro- 
duced in January 1982 as a one-time 
charge on loans by the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and De- 
velopment. The “fee will be retained 
as an available tool within the bank's 
loan structure to be raised again if 
required." 

The reduction of the fee was made 
possible “by the bank's strong finan- 
cial position at December 31. 1984." 

Net income for the first half of the 
fiscal year was S588m. according to 
the communique. This compares 
with $259m. for the first half and 
$600m. for all fiscal year 1984. 

Higher return on the bank's port- 
folio of liquid assets and a reduction 
in the cost of borrowings were cited 
as factors determining the stronger 
position. 


Fiat reports higher 1984 profit 


TURIN (Reuter). - Fiat, Western 
Europe's largest privately-owned in- 
dustrial group, yesterday reported 
that it increased its operating profit 
by 23 per cent last year, to about 
1,600 billion lire ($820 million). 

In a letter to shareholders, chair- 
man Giovanni Agnelli said group 
consolidated revenue rose to $11. 9b. 
from SI 1 .2b. . while net consolidated 
debt fell to $2.25b. from the previous 
$2. 77b. 

Agnelli called the group results 
“widely satisfying’' and noted that 
despite the weakness of the Euro- 


pean car market Fiat auto, the 
group's major division, had in- 
creased revenue to S6.4K. with a 3.8 
per cent increase in vehicle produc- 
tion to 1.27 million units. 

Fiat “has a significant role in the 
old continent's reply to challenges 
from America and Japan." Agnelli 
said in the letter. 

But the Fat chairman warned 
there were fears that Italian inflation 
might start to rise again this year, 
adding that the greatest concern was 
labour costs, which he described as * 
the major generator of domestic in- 
flation. 


UPI reports first profit since 1963 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - United 
Press International (UPI), the U.S.- 
based news wire service, yesterday 
reported profits of about $1.1 mil- 
lion in the fourth quarter of 1984, its 
first surplus since 1963. 

The privately owned company 
said revenues for the period were 
about $25.4m. and operating ex- 
penses about $24.3ra., but did not 
release net income figures. 

UPI predicted last September that 
a 25 per cent pay-cut accepted by 
employees and other austerity mea- 
sures would lead to a $lm. profit 
after expenses in the fourth quarter 
and a profit of $3m. in 1985. 


The company said yesterday it 
used its fourth-quarter profits to re- 
pay debts, including telecommunica- 
tions charges. 

In implementing the salary cuts, 
which it described as vital. UPI said 
it would restore the salaries in incre- 
ments over 18 months. 

“The first 10 per cent increment 
was restored right on schedule in 
December.” company spokesman 
David Wickenden said from 
Washington. “That cost is included 
in the expenses for the fourth quar- 
ter.” 

In addition to the salary cuts. 200 
of UPI’s 2.000 employees were laid 
off. 


Petrol iqt almost 40% in South Africa 


CAPE TOWN (AP). - South Afri- 
ca, which pumps no oil of its own but 
has the continent's most industrial- 
ized economy, increased the price of 
its most widely used grade of petrol 
by almost 40 per cent yesterday. 
Danie Steyn, Minister of Mineral 
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and Energy Affairs, blamed the 
boost on the nation's tumbling cur- 
rency, the rand, which has been 
almost halved in the past 14 months 
to 43 U.S. cents. 

Petrol of moderately high octane, 
which is virtually the only auto- 
mobile fuel consumed in South Afri- 
ca's densely populated Transvaal 
province, went up from 63 cents (27 
U.S. cents) a litre to 88 cents (38 
U.S. cents). 

Because of international objec- 
tions to this country's race- 
separation laws, many nations refuse 
to admit trading with South Africa, 
and the country keeps secret the 
origins of its oil imports.

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Boom in shares continues 


TEL AVIV. - The share market 
continued to boom yesterday, while 
the "arrangement’' shares decline 
further, as was the case with index- 
linked bonds. Thus, yesterday's pat- 
tern of trading more or less followed 
that of the past few day’s, with one 
major exception - turnovers were up 
considerably in all three categories. 

Yesterday the total turnover was 
IS5.610 million, compared to only 
IS3 ,907m. on the previous day. 

One broker said that he expected 
the share market to remain “bul- 
lish." and to rise for the near future. 
“But when it turns ’bearish.' it will 
really be 'bearish'." he added. “We 
will have a few days of sellers only.' 
and anyone caught at this rime won't 
be able to get out until nearly all his 
profits are wiped out." 

He based his prediction regarding 
the continued bull market on the fact 
that the market has gone through 
two de-luxe profit-takings and near- 
ly all offers were snapped up often 
with rising prices. There was also 
some de-Fuxe profit-taking yester- 
day. 

However, the genera! public is still 
more ou the sidelines than in direct 
trading, preferring to buy shares in 
mutual funds, and it is These funds 
which are doing most of the buying. 

The optimistic air is due to the 
package deal. Not that the first one 
has solved many of the country's 
problems. "But at least it shows that 
the three main economic factors in 
the country, the government, the 
Histadrut and the coordinating com- 
mittee of the economic oreaniza- 
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lions, can get together and work 
together. This is a good sign. If they 
continue to cooperate during the 
second package deal, and not" start 
snapping at each other's throats, the 
overall economic situation should 
gradually change for the better.” 

Trading yesterday saw several 
shares soar. For example North 
American Bank 1S1 rose by 24.9 per 
cent: and Argaman ordinary and 
Seismica ISI rose by 20 per cent. 

The index of textiles and fashions 
rose by 7.60 per cent. Nearly any 
texrile'share - except Ara. which is 
not being traded since the company 
is in receivership - jumped in price. 
And many rises were in the 5 to 10 
per cent bracket, with two of the 
most “solid" textile companies. Del- 
ta and Polgat. rising by more than 10 
per cent. Even Lodzia passed the 10 
per cent mark. 

The speculative nature of the mar- 
ket can best be seen by the oil 
exploration companies. Little oil ex- 
ploration is going on. but a lor of 
investors have struck oil in the stock 
market, and many of these shares 
rose in the 10 per cent bracket. 

The rush to get out of “arrange- 
ment" shares and index-linked con- 
tinued. The index of the “arrange- 
ment" shares fell by 0.39 per cent, 
while that of the commercial banks 


not in the “arrangement" rose by 
S.63 per cent, with even the Danot- 
First International group joining the 
general upward swing. 

The index of linked bonds fell by 
0.12 per cent, but the fall was highly 
irregular. For example, the 80-per 
cent linked slipped by 1.72 per cent, 
and the index of these 80-per cent 
finked is only 88.88 per cent, which 
means that since the beginning of the 
year anyone holding these bonds 
who did not get out in time took a 
bad beating.

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A government obligation 


BUDGET CUTS are all the rage. When it is pointed out that 
they spell unemployment, the standard reton is that redundant 
government clerks should he shifted to industry. But cuts in the 
defence budget may now trigger massive dismissals in two 
major industrial plants, Beit Shemesh Engines and Haifa's 
Israel Shipyards. 

Each one is a principal source of livelihood for hundreds of 
families, and in the case of Beit Shemesh Engines, a town's 
entire economic existence currently hinges on the plants 
continued operation. Finding alternative employment for their 
workers will not be easy. The government, which stepped in 


when private management was about to close down the Ata 
textile factory, cannot be indifferent to the fate of its own 


charges. 

In both Beit Shemesh and Haifa, the workers are right to 
insist that every effort be made to keep them from being idle. 
But they need not expect threats of violent riots to induce the 
government to keep their workplaces humming as usual despite 
severely reduced budgets. 

The Beit Shemesh Engines plant has been scheduled to 
produce several hundred engines for the Lavi warplane under 
licence to the American firm of Pratt and Whitney. But the 
woefully mismanaged plant may never get down to it. 

Actual production is not about to start, at best, for another 19 
months, during which time the necessary infrastructure is to be 
laid out. But for the company to stay in business at all, the 
newly appointed director wants 400 currently unemployed, or 
underemployed, workers out of the total labour force of 1,260 
to be taken off the rolls, immediately, and the government to 
take over the accumulated debt of some $40 million. There is* 
however, next to no chance that the hard-pressed Defence 
Ministry will absorb a debt of such magnitude and, for 
production to begin', the 400 dismissed workers will have to be 
rehired, which may prove something of a problem. It is 
therefore reasonable to assume that if Beit Shemesh Engines 
does not fold altogether, it will confine itself to reconditioning 
engines for other planes in the air force inventory. For this, 800 
employees should be more than enough. 

Pratt and Whitney, which owns 40 per cent of the company, 
purchased for the paltry sum of $15 million, is apparently not 
going to offer any financial aid itself, and it will shed no tears if 
the job of producing the PW-1120 engine is moved to America. 
Perhaps this was the firm's original intention. 

But what would then happen to 400, if not three times as 
many, dismissed Beit Shemesh workers? And to Beit Shemesh 
itself? The government cannot, and must not, sit idly by and let 
the employees, and their families, fend for themselves. 

The case of the Israel Shipyards, the responsibility of the 
transport minister, is both similar and different. Many of its 
labour force of 800, too, have been unemployed, or underem- 
ployed. for well over two years. A rescue plan which called for 
the’construction of two refrigerated ships for a partnership of 
Zim and Agrexco fell through. Such “reefers.” it turned out, 
can be built more cheaply abroad. 

. Next, the Yard pinned its hopes on building two large vessels 
for the navy. Together with repair work and other minor jobs 
this would have tided the Yard over until the navy launched its 
programme for a new generation of missile boats fit for the 
1990s. 

But these hopes, too, have been dashed. The budget- 
conscious Defence Ministry has scuttled the idea of the large 
vessels. All in all, the Yard will need no more than 350 workers, 
leaving 450 to look for other jobs. 

Some of these, with narrow specializations, may, as the 
chairman of the Haifa Labour Council has warned, choose to 
try their luck in foreign lands. But the rest, many of them at 
least, should be able, perhaps with some retraining, to obtain 
work in and around industrial Haifa. It is the government's 
responsibility that they do. It is not their fault that the Yard has 
been expanded beyond the limits of economic viability. 

This may be a tall order for the government. But it should 
prove simpler than providing industrial employment for office 
workers.

Most recently. Turgeman 
announced to the press that he be- 
lieved he should be inspector- 
general and Bar turned down the 
Northern District command saying 
he should get the top job. 

Kraus's first priority may have to 
be to soothe the bruised feelings of 
Bar. known as the "Arik Sharon of 
the police." and Turgeman. a tough 
disciplinarian not usually inclined to 
delegate authority to subordinates. 
Failing that, he may have to encour- 
age them to leave the force, to end 
the "war of the commanders." 

He may decide to bring Caspi back 
from the’ U.S.. where the veteran 
officer is now heading the police 
liaison office and doing advanced 
academic work on the illegal narco- 
tic trade. 

Kraus, who arrived here from 
Czechoslovakia with Youth Aliya in 
1948 as the sole surviving member of 
his family, takes over a force that has 
been compelled to cut its budget 
annually by upwards of 10 per cent 
for the last five years. Officially he 
has close to 19.000 men and women 
registered working for him. In fact, 
however, there are only some 
16,000. and his planning experts will 
advise him that the force needs 
23.000 in the second half of the 
1980s. 

According to a senior police offic- 
er who worked for more than a 
dozen vears under Kraus, the new 


inspector-general is "analytical, with 
a knife-like mind that can cut 
through complicated or confusing 
issues straight to the point." and is 
"scrupulously fair with both police- 
men and prisoners." Kraus will need 
both qualities in a new job that 
doesn't come with 100 days of grace 
built in. 

Suissa, a former Labour Knesset 
member, is also taking over from a 
man whose tenure was controver- 
sial. Wertheimer, with a degree in 
social work and education, brought 
views and practices to the position of 
the country’s top prison warden that 
veteran wardens considered too soft 
on prisoners. 

Like Ivtzan, Wertheimer found 
that his accomplishments in the pris- 
ons service, including instituting em- 
ployment for prisoners, expanding 
facilities, building new prisons and 
enhancing of social-work therapy for 
prisoners, were ail overshadowed by 
headlines about prison breaks, mur- 
ders and attempted murders behind 
prison walls, and public uncertainty 
about prison security. 

On Suissa s priority list will be the 
speedy completion of new prisons to 
relieve overcrowding at existing faci- 
lities; and perhaps a review of the 
improved treatment earned by any 
prisoner who declares that he has 
decided to become religious. Werth- 
eimer encouraged such ba'alei tshu- 
va, sometimes to the consternation 
of prison wardens.

None of the contributors men- 
tioned in the article could be reached 
for comment by press time. 

Asked about the report in The 
Voice, Sharon's chief counsel, Mil- 
ton Gould, said; "I know that va- 
rious sums have been advanced by 
different people, but 1 don't know 
the name of a single contributor." 

Asked whether Joseph Nakash- 
had been Sharon's leading contribu- 
tor Gould replied: "Nakash? I never 
heard of him.” 

The jury yesterday asked to be 
shown the testimony of Time Jeru- 
salem correspondent David Halevy 
concerning his appraisal of Sharon's 
state of mind at the time of his 
meeting with Pierre and Amin 


Jemayd. Some in the courtroom 
speculated that the six-member jury 
might be hopelessly deadlocked. 

Meanwhile, in Jerusalem Knesset 
Member Ran Cohen (Citizens 
Rights Movement) rejected a re- 
quest from Time magazine to go to 
New York to testify on its behalf 
concerning the character of Industry 
and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon. 

Explaining his refusal. Cohen said 
that Sharon's suit against Time was 
his private affair, and it was not for 
six randomly chosen American 
citizens to decide on matters that the 
citizens of Israel should deride. He 
said he had far graver accusations 
against the former defence minister 
concerning his role in the Lebanon 
war than those under consideration 
in New York. 


How U.S. Jews vote

THE MAJORITY of American 
Jews are liberal in their views and 
Democrat by affiliation. This was 
recently indicated by several studies 
based on different samplings and has 
now been confirmed by nation-wide 
U.S. election results. 

Apparently. Jews in America - 
who are. by all measures, considered 
to be among those who "have" - 
voted like those who "have not." 
Next to blacks and Hispanics. Jews 
nation-wide voted against Ronald 
Reagan by more than two to one. 

The Republicans expected ‘the 
Jews, the most affluent ethnic group 
in the United States, to "vote their 
pocketbooks." After all. it was in the 
interests of the Jews to vote for a 
president who opposed racial 
quotas, encouraged free enterprise 
and is perceived to be strong on law 
and order. 

And yet. the Jews preferred the 
Democratic candidate. For Jews, 
being Democrat and liberal goes 
hand in hand.' 

This link was shown in a recent 
survey of the political attitude of 
American Jews conducted for the 
American Jewish Committee by 
Steven M. Cohen. The study shows 
chat American Jews supported 
affirmative action without quotas 
(70 per cent), government aid for 
abortions for poor women (81 per 
cent), government programmes such 
as welfare and food stamps (75 peT 
cent), gay rights (87 per cent), nuc- 
lear freeze (S4 per cent), and cuts in 
military spending (59 per cent). 

Jews, according to the same sur- 
vey oppose tuition tax credits for 
private and parochial schools (63 per 
cent) and silent meditation in the 
public schools (70 per cent). 

The data gathered in this survey 
led Cohen to the inevitable conclu- 
sion "that the centre of the Jewish 
political spectrum is as left of the 
national centre as it has been for 
decades." This conforms to voting 
patterns of the 1982 congressional 
elections, when three-quarters of 
Jewish voters cast their ballots for 
Democratic candidates, the same 
proportion as have done so for de- 
cades. 


for Reagan among Jews will mean 
that Jewish groups will not be able to 
influence the White House." 

A closer look at the 19S4 election 
outcome reveals a gradual, .vet im- 
portant. change in "the Jewish vote 
and the political views of American 
Jews. Jews seem to be moving to- 
wards the right. Reagan received 40 
per cent of the Jewish vote in 19S0. 
but this was dearly a protest vote. 
Many Jews voted 'for Reagan be- 
cause they were dissatisfied with 
Jimmy Carter over Israel. 

Despite his crucial role in the 
Middle East peace process. Carter's 
policy was perceived by Jews as 
anti-Israel. However, the issue of 
Israel was not an issue in the recent 
American presidential election since 
both candidates were perceived as 
supporters of Israel. Therefore, 
sympathy for Israel did not have any 
significant impact on the voting pat- 
tern of the Jewish communitv. 


DEMOGRAPHIC PATTERNS in 
the Jewish community have buttres- 
sed the rightward shift in voting 
patterns. Voting figures for New 
York Cizy evidently show that a 
considerable proportion of the Jew- 
ish vote which went to Reagan has 
come from Orthodox Jews. 

Presumably, what the Rebbe de- 
rided was followed in the 1984 elec- 
tions by 90 per cent of the Orthodox 
Jews in Williamsburg and 66 per cent 
in Boro Park. After all. Orthodox 
Jews were not upset with the idea of 
a moment of silent meditation in 
public schools and they supported 
tuition tax credits for private and 
parochial schools to which they send 
tbeir children. 

The high fertility rate of Orthodox 
Jews in a'shrinking Jewish commun- 
in' affected by increasing assimila- 
tion will enhance the numbers of 
Jaws supporting conservative ideas 
and voting Republican in the future. 


SURVEYS AND ELECTION re- 
sults have led hasty observers to 
conclude that “the Jewish vote has 
been weakened and reached a dead 
end." Other commentators pre- 
dicted that "the low level of support 


IN THE 1984 election, an estimated 
one-third of Jewish voters were for 
Reagan. They were so not because 
they were disenchanted with the 1 
Democrats and their candidates. 
And not. I believe, because Jesse 
Jackson’s views turned Jews to the 
Republicans. The Jews who voted 
for Reagan did so because they be- 
lieved and supported his ideas and 
policy on various issues. This reflects 
a major shift in the political affilia- 
tion of the Jewish vote. 

Since 1970. an increase has been 
recorded in the number of Jews 
affiliated with the Republicans, and 
the numbers of Jews voting Republi- 
can has been moving in the same 
direction. 

Surveys have shown that in the 
p3St 15 years the number of Jews 
affiliated with the Republicans dou- 
bled - from 6 per cent to 12 per cent. 
Despite the disagreement about how 
many Jews voted for Reagan in the 
1984’ election, figures vary from 30 
per cent to 42 per cent, it is’ clear that 
the percentage of Jews casting their 
ballot for the Republicans last year 
was at least double the Jewish vote of 
all presidential elections from 1960 
to 1976. 

Data on Jewish self-identification 
gives additional evidence of the Jew- 
ish voters' move rightward. Accord- 
ing to several surveys. 51 per cent of 
Jews questioned described them- 
selves as "liberals" in 1970 and only 
35 per cent did so in 1984. 


THE STEADY shift of the Jewish 
vote to the right is onepf a number of 
changes in the political stance of 
American Jews. 

Once masses of Jewish voters in 
New York and elsewhere along the 
East Coast, enhanced by high* reg- 
istration. gave the Jewish vote its 
punch. But this power is no longer as 
effective as it once was because of 
the increasing dispersal of Jews 
throughout the country. 

About 700.000 Jews migrated to 
the west, south-west, and south from 
New York State alone. Another fac- 
tor militating against the Jewish 
vote is that it can play a decisive role 
only in a close race. 

In a landslide victory, such as in 
1984. the impact of the Jewish vote is 
slight. Today, with the erosion of the 
large Jewish grouping on the east 
coast, this is more true than ever. 

Faced with the erosion of the 
power base, realizing the limited 
potential of the Jewish vote, and 
living and working within the com- 
plex and chancing American politic- 
al environment, the nature of Jewish 
political power has changed. Jewish 
political action committees (known 
as PACs) have emerged in response 
to this new situation. There are ab- 
out 60 Jewish PACs today, double 
the number of 1982. 

Instead of the power of masses of 
Jewish voters, there are now politic- 
al organizations which can effective- 
ly influence concessional and 
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senatorial races with the money they 
raise. PACs are not limited to a 
certain constituency, so their influ- 
ence is not confined to where Jews 
reside but only to the financial sup- 
port they can raise. 

For decades. Jews have been 
among the bigger donors for politic- 
al purposes, and the 1984 contribu- 
tion of Jewish PACs was large. In the 
19S2 campaign, approximately S2 
million was raised by Jewish PACs. 
It is estimated that the I9S4 con- 
tribution was at least double that, 
perhaps more. 


THE MONEY PACs give to support 
candidates can play a crucial role if it 
is spent wisely. "Seed money" - 
money that comes to the campaign in 
the early stages - has a great impact. 
Recent information available from 
the Federal Election Commission 
has shown that, on average, senators 
raised almost 30 per cent of election 
funding from PACs in the 1984 elec- 
tion. 

In some cases. PACs gave even 
more, as in the campaign of Senator 
James J. Exon. Democrat from Neb- 
raska. PACs contributed 59 per cent 
of the $884,904 he raised from Janu- 
ary 1 . 1983 to November 26. 1984.

TWENTY YEARS have passed 
since the creation of Gahal. and it is 
high time that its components, Herut 
and the Liberal Party, took the next 
logical step and merged into one 
unified organization.

come the government of Israel. 

This is a clear example of political 
parties achieving in unity what they 
could not reach separately. 

In the circumstances, it was sur- 
prising, to say the least, to read an 
article by Jacques Torczyner. presi- 
dent of the World Union of General 
Zionists ( The Jerusalem Post.

THE TRUTH is that in the interven- 
ing two decades, the Liberal Party's 
influence has declined and the num- 
ber of its supporters has diminished, 
while the Herut leaders and their 
followers have become the foremost 
factor. This was quite natural be- 
cause of the dynamic and charisma- 
tic leadership of Menachem Begin: 
the strength of his convictions and 
his political initiatives attracted tens 
of thousands of new adherents to the 
expanded Likud bloc. 


On the other hand, there has been 
a noticeable decline in support for 
the Liberal Party - this by Torczy Ti- 
er’s own admission. In his assess- 
ment he anticipates that a Liberal 
Party. contesting a Knesset election 
• on its own. would have seven mem- 
bers in a future Knesset, as against 
the 13 in the present Knesset and 18 
in the previous one. I must presume 
that seven represents his best hope. 

His proposal would therefore not 
serve the interests of the Liberal 
Party, nor of Israel. Gahal needs a 
serious reappraisal of its present 
condition, and it should strive for 
reunification and the combination of 
all its elements. 

Whether this unification can also 
be extended to the Jewish communi- 
ties in various parts of the world 
requires consideration. Torczyner is 
certainly not correct in saying that- 
"the Herut Party is a minority party 
outside the mainstream of Jewish life 
in many parts of the free world." In 
feet, Herut is well represented and 
respected in all the English-speaking 
countries, in Europe and in Latin 
America. It has substantially in- 
creased its following in the United 
States, where Liberal support has, 
unfortunately, declined. 

Herut leaders are presidents, vice- 


presidents and chairmen of the UJA. 
Bonds and Zionist Federations in 
England. South Africa. Canada and 
other "countries. Torczyner's de- 
scription of Herut as being "outside 
the mainstream" is an unfortunate 
example of cynical distortion or mis- 
representation. 

Discussions are taking place right 
now in Israel for the putposc'of 
finding the best way to unify Gahal 
and then the Likud.
